Cronin urges future studies of Dist. 214 unit plans

Despite a resounding defeat of Sat- 


urday's Elk Grove Township unit 
school 
district 
referendum, 
State 


Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin said Mon- 
day he will support creation of two or 
three unit districts out of High School 
DUt. 214. 


He said Northwest suburban school 


officials should hire consultants this 
fall to "map out" the kind of school 
district «rgantzation needed in the 
next 5 to 10 years. Cronin favors unit 


districts — combining elementary and 
high school administrations into a 
single unit — but says residents must 
decide the question. 


"The reorganization must be locally 


initiated," he said. "Around the coun- 
try, the most high quality suburban 
districts are unit districts, but the 
area right around Chicago is an ex- 
ception," Cronin said. 


"SATURDAY'S referendum was a 


very good example of local control," 
he said. "I directed the issue to be 


left up to the wisdom of the local vot- 
ers and it was up to them as to how it 
went." 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 


Martwick had recommended to Cro- 
nin that the unit district question net 
be put before the voters because "the 
potential for severe distress for some 
students and citizens is greater than 
the benefit to be derived." 


Cronin acknowledged that some citi- 


zens and school officials here may al- 
ways want to have one big high school 


district and several small elementary 
school districts, but he said more con- 
sideration ought to be given to future 
school reorganization. 


He recommended a "resting peri- 


od" until the fall and suggested that 
consultants be hired by Nortnwest 
suburban school officials then to study 
future needs. 


CRONIN IS not sure what effect the 


unit district bill now before the Illi- 
nois Senate will have on future school 
consolidation proposals in the state. 


The bill would ammerri state law and 


allow everyone affected by a proposed 
unit district formation to vote on the 
issue rather than just those who live 
within the boundaries of the proposed 
district. In Saturday's referendum. 
this would have meant that all Dist. 
214 residents could have voted rather 
than just those in Dist. 59. 


"Some have said it (the bill) would 


mean the end of school consolidation, 
but I don't know what it will do," Cro- 
nin said. "It might have no impact 
except to allow more people to vote."

Soviets warned 
to obey U.S. law 
as 2nd ship held 


BOSTON (UPI) — Coast Guard cut- 


ters Monday tied up a Soviet trawler 
in Boston Harbor and shepherded a 
Russian refrigerator ship toward port 
in the first major test of America's 
new 200-mile fishing limit law. The 
State Dept. officially warned the So- 
viet Union against continued fishing 
violations. 


The 273-foot trawler Taras Shev- 


chenko, taken on the high seas late 
Saturday was the first foreign vessel 
seized under the six-week old law de- 
signed to protect and preserve the 
U.S. fishing industry. 


Cutters also escorted the 503-foot re- 


frigerator 
ship Antanas Snechkus, 


mother ship of the Soviet fishing fleet 
off New England, toward port. 


COAST GUARD officials said 50 


tons of fish in the vessel's holds, sev- 
en times over the limit, had been con- 
fiscated and that possibly the ship it- 
self would be seized on arrival in Bos- 
ton, expected early today. 


In Washington, deputy Sec. of State 


Warren Christopher summoned Vla- 
dillen Vasev, minister of the Soviet 
embassy, and warned him continued 
fishing violations could worsen rela- 
tions between the two countries, 


A State Dept. statement said Christ- 


opher asked "that extraordinary mea- 
sures be taken by the Soviets to en- 
sure that the violations cease so that 
this situation will not contribute to a 
worsening of our bilateral relations." 


In Boston, U.S. Attorney James Ga-, 


briel decided to wait to press charges 
against the Taras Shevchenko until a 
review of its logs and fish catch was 
finished. He said part of the problem 
was that the vessel's documents were 
written in Russian and Interpreters 
would be needed, 


Gabriel also said part of the delay

^Influence in Africa limited? 
Young blasts communism fear 


WASHINGTON tUPl) - U.N. Am- 


bassador Andrew Young said Monday 
the United States "shouldn't get para- 
noid about communism" in Africa and 
should avoid knee jerk reactions to it. 


Young, talking to reporters at the 


S t a t e D e y t . said, "Americans 
shouldn't be afraid of Communists. 
We shouldn't 
get paranoid about 


them, not even a few thousand." 


"I tltink we pandered to a certain 


paranoia," he said, "and it offends 
me, really." 


Young said despite past concerns 


about Soviet aid to Nigeria, Guinea 
and Ghana, Moscow's influence in Af- 
rica is limited to a few minor coun- 
tries such as Benin. 


"ONE OF THE THINGS that I'm 


concerned about is that we get past 
the Cold War," said Young. "I want 
us to assess the situation and act on 
that and not with some knee jerk re- 
action." 


Young — who has drawn heavy crit- 


icism for some of his statements since 
tafcmg over the U.N. post — defended 
his earlier remark that the Cubans 
have a certain "stabilizing influence" 
in Angola, citing the fact that Cubans 
have been guarding Gulf Oil in- 
stallations in that country. 


He said Cuban support for the in- 


cursion into Zaire from Angola is "not 
clear cut." He put the number of Cu- 
bans In Angola at about 13,000 but he 
said some of them are running hospi- 
tals and pumping stations and all of 
them are not in uniform. 


"WE ARE REACTING to the Cu- 


bans like we reacted to the- Chinese 
in Tanzania earner," said Young. 
"The Chinese built the railroad and 
the last we heard it is just hauling 
goods." 


Young said the United States has 


nothing to fear from the Communists 


in Africa in terms of economic com- 
petition. "As soon as the fighting stops 
and the trading starts, we win. Every 
nation in Africa turns' to the West 
when it reaches a certain point in its 
development." 


The former 
congressman 
from 


Georgia told why he opposes U.S. mil- 
itary 
assistance 
programs. "The 


place where we are in most trouble — 
Ethiopia — is where we gave most 
military assistance. That's why I 
don't have much trust in military as- 
sistance programs." 
, YOUNG ALSO TALKED about his 
role as an outspoken "point man" for 
the Carter administration. "I'm still 
encouraged by the President and ev- 
erybody in the White House to speak 
out. The State Dept. doesn't dis- 
courage me." 


Young has specialized in African af- 


fairs, and has toured that continent 
since being appointed.

Moonies freed 
from parental 
custody by court 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A state 


appellate court Monday released five 
followers of the Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon from the custody of their par- 
ents, who had wanted to have them 
"deprogrammed.'' 


Shortly after the decision was an- 


nounced, the mother of one of the 
"moonies" got to a courtroom shoving 
match with a Unification Church' 
member who had tried to embrace 
her daughter. 


The California District Court of Ap- 


peal struck down a judge's order 
granting temporary conservatorship 
of the five to the parents, and took 
under submission 
the question of 


whether the parents had violated the 
terms of the order by allowing their 
children to meet with deprogram- 
mers. 


THE COURT indicated it would 


take no further action until it receives 
and studies a transcript of a 15-day 
hearing which resulted in the original 
order, which could take 
several 


months. 


The decision basically affects two of 


the young church members, Janice 
Kaplan, 24, Toledo, Ohio, and John 
Hovard Jr., 23, Danville, Calif,, who 
had held to their Unification Church 
beliefs while in their parents' custody. 


The other three — Jacqueline Kate, 


21, Wolcott, N.Y.; Barbara Under- 
wood, 25, Portland, Ore., and Leslie 
Brown, 23, Berkeley Heights, N.J, — 
have renounced their church member- 
ship. 


Shortly after the three-judge panel 


left the courtroom, Miss Kaplan's 
mother and church member BetMe 
Rubenstein, 27, Sarasota, Fla., got in 
a shoving match. ^Miss Rubenstein 
said later she was "just trying to give 
Jan a hug" when she was pushed 
away by Mrs. Kaplan. 


Hovard said following the decision 


that be will "most likely" go back to 
the church. 


"I'm very relieved," he said. "I 


plan to spend some time immediately 
with my parents and talk to them, but 
I am still a member of the church." 


Miss Katz said she had no plans to 


rejoin the church, and as for imme- 
diate plans: "I'm not sure yet — hope- 
fully going hiking in the mountains 
somewhere away front everything." 


The five young adults were ordered 


into their parents' custody March 24 
by San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge S. Lee Vavuris following a 
lengthy hearing during which the par- 
ents' attorneys argued that the five 
had been brainwashed and coerced 
into joining the church. However, the 
parents were prohibited from forcing 
their children to talk to deprogram- 
mers pending appeal. - 


Attorneys for the parents said the 


three who renounced their church be- 
liefs did so after meeting voluntarily 
•with deprogrammers, and the appel- 
late court granted a motion by church 
attorneys to be allowed to stop repre- 
senting the three. 


Attorney Jerome FaBc, representing 


the young church members, denied 
they were coerced into joining the 
Unification Church. 


Consulting others delays 
crisis action says Ford 


LEXINGTON, Ky. (UPI) — GeraW 


Ford said Monday It was "literally 
impossible" in six major crises of bis 
presidency to consult with Congress in 
a meaningful way during the heat of a 
military emergency. 


In a lecture prepared for delivery at 


the University of Kentucky, be urged 
Congress and the Carter adminis- 
tration to reexamine the 1973 War 
Powers Resolution requiring the chief 
executive to draw lawmakers into the 
decision-making process during sucb 
an emergency.

sional leaders "were literally scat- 
tered around the world." 


WHEN THE DECISION was made 


to evacuate the American air base at 
Da Nang, Vietnam, Ford said, Con- 
gress was in Easter recess and "not 
one of the key bipartisan leaders .. . 
was in Washington." 


He said two Congressional leaders 


were found in Mexico, "three were in 
Greece, one was in, the Middle East, 
one was in Europe and two were in 
the People's Republic of China. The 
rest we found in 12 widely scattered 
states of the union," 


When the evacuation of Americans 


from the civil war in Lebanon began 


June 13, 1976, he said, Congress had 
adjourned for the day and White 
House operators had trouble notifying 
many lawmakers. 


"One member of Congress had an 


unlisted number which his press sec- 
restary refused to .divulge," Ford said. 
In order to reach' another one, White 
House operators had police leave a 
note on his beach cottage door. 


Ford said lawmakers simply cannot 


be as well versed on fast-breaking de- 
velopments as the President and 
there is a risk sensitive information 
will be disclosed.

Detroit's early afternoon reading of 8? 
wos the warmest ever recorded there 
so early In the spring. 


steering current which was sweeping 
down from Northwest Canada with ar- 
ctic air was likely to undergo pretty 
radical changes going into the spring 
season." 


NOW, INSTEAD of sweeping down 


from Canada, the steering current, 
which directs the upper air masses, is 
coming from a southerly direction 
bringing warm, moist air. 


That means the Chicago area can 


expect a spring season that has near 
normal temperatures and above nor- 
mal precipitation. That's good news 
for an area that has been suffering 
from both a lack of warmth and a 
lack of rain. 


Temperatures reached a high of 8$ 


degrees Monday, well above Ihe aver- 
age high April temperatures of 59.$ 
degrees. The average monthly low is 
40.4 degrees. 


The highest temperature recorded 


for an April 11 was in 1930 when the 
mercury hit W. The coldest tempera- 
ture was 25 degrees in 1973, 


NORMAL RAINFALL is 3.75 inches 


for the month. 


Dlckson said, however, those aver- 


age temperatures take in some very 
changeable conditions. He warned 
that Chicagoans shouldn't be lulled 
into a false feeling of springtime, 


"April is sort of a mixed bag the 


way we look at it. It's a changeable 
month with alternations of cold and 
warm," he said. 


The next few days, however, call 


for both warm and wet weather. Tem- 
peratures are to continue in mid to 
upper 70's through the week. The fore- 
cast calls for partly cloudy skies 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
with scattered showers Thursday and 
Friday.

DeLuca and Miss Columbo are 


charged with the May 4,1976, slayings 
of Miss Columbo's parents, Frank and 
Mary Columbo, and her brother Mi- 
chael, 13. of 55 £. Brantwood Dr., Elk 
Grove Village, 


POLICE TOOK a search warrant to 


DeLuca's and Miss Columbo's Lom- 
bard apartment May 15, 1976 and took 
Miss Columbo and DeLuca into custo- 
dy and searched their residence. 


Items sefetd by police, which de- 


fense lawyers have tried to suppress, 
include snapshots, ctgaret butts, a no- 
tebook and notebook paper, 


One snapshot at issue shows Miss 


Columbo having sexual relations «Uh 
an unidentified man whose back faces 
the camera. 


Prosecutors argued the picture Is 


relevant to the case because it could 
verity sexual relations Lanyon Mit- 
chell. 35, of Lake Villa, said he had 
with Miss Columbo before she alleged- 
ly solicited him to murder her family. 


Lt. Prank Braun of the Cook County 


Sheriff's police testified that in- 
vestigators seized the ctgaret butts 


because they matched the brand of 
cigarets found in a garbage bag at the 
Columbo house and in the Columbo 
family car. Police recovered the ve- 
hicle in Wood Dale shortly after the 
Columbos' bodies were discovered 
May 7,197*. 


Det. Raymond Rose of the Ell: 


Grove Village Police Dept, earlier 
had testified police had seized the no- 
tebook and paper because the paper 
matched that used in a dossier nn the 
Columbo family that Miss Columbo al- 
legedly drew up for Mitchell. 


MISS COLUMBO allegedly gave the 


dossier to Mitchell so he could cany 
out the slayings of the Columbo fami- 
ly. Mitchell, however, backed out of 
the murder plot and turned the dos-. 
sier over to police, Rose has testified. ' 


Defense attorneys had submitted a 


motion to bar the evidence. During a 
prelrlal bearing on the motion Mon- 
day, the defense put DeLuca on the 
witness stand to give his version of 
the May 15 search. 


In contradicting police testimony 


DeLuca said police charged into his 
apartment, with 
10 guns drawn, 


flashed their search warrant and 
handcuffed him before he had a 
chance to read the warrant.

the phone Monday as she helped dis- 
mantle the Eu Grove Village head- 
quarters of (he Citizens Opposed to 
the Unit District. 


"There's nothing to oppose now that 


the referendum's been defeated," she 
said, so she thought it would be more 
appropriate to say "winner's circle" 
rather than "citizens opposed." 


Mrs. Kucharski and a down other 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 residents 
who made up the core of the anti-unit 
forces gathered at 1S2 S, Arlington 
Heights Rd. to cart away the remain- 
ing pamphlets and cabinets Mowing 
Saturday's defeat of the unit referen- 
dum. 


DROOPING A BIT from the strain 


of the final week's work and a victory 
party Saturday night, the workers 
were still hard at it taking type- 
writers out the door and stacking leaf- 
lets. 


"You'd think the election wasn't 


over, the way we're all running 
around here," one worker said. 


tt was almost hard to stop. 
Some of them, like Sabra Patterson 


and Elk Grove Village Trustee Ed 
Kenna, had been immersd in the unit 
district since a citizens committee 
studied the Idea in 1973 and decided to 
drop it. 


Others, like Nancy Clark and Lynn 


Clapper of Arlington Heights, had 
been involved since a year ago when 
petitions to form the unit district were 
filed — and it's been a long year. 


"I can't S»lieve it's over," Mrs, 


Clark said. "I feel like I'm reborn, I 
can finally think about something 
else," 


THE CITIZENS beading the Citi- 


zens Opposed didn't even know each 
other a year ago, but the unit district 
cause drew them together. 


Now they are friends, drawn close 


by a cause they had worked for at 
first a few hours a week and then at 
the end, hours and hours each day. 


They laughed at reports thai they 


had won because they were a profes- 
sional organization. 


Mrs. Kucharski described the time 


they stuffed 3,000 envelopes wrong 
and had to tear them open and do 
them over again. Nancy Clark tells 
about getting 2,000 sample ballots and 
then not being able to find them. 


"We beat this thing by a 2-1 vote as 


amateurs," Kenna said. "If we'd been 
professionals we'd have beat it 6-1." 


Still, the work was done well. The 


Citizens Opposed say it's because indi- 
viduals from t'lll over the district said 
they cared and worked to prove it. 


WHEN THE decision was made to 


hold the referendum, "our phone rang 
off the hook all week,'' said Mrs.

"loose," Mrs. Clark said officers were 
appointed because "we needed them 
to put on our stationery. Ed Kenna 
was appointed president because he 
wasn't there" to say no. 


Then they rented a storefront in 


mid-February with seed money from 
the Dist. 214 teachers union. 


"After that, the money just started 


rolling in," Kenna said. He estimated 
it took them "¥10,000 to beat it." 


"We probably could have raised 


more money but we didn't have time 
to," Mrs, Clark said. "But it came in 
every day." Donations came from 
homeowners associations throughout 
Dtst 214, from church groups, from 
the Dist. 214 custodial workers, from 
the High School Dist. 211 union, from 
individuals, 


"Some sent $5, some sent $100. 


Whenever we ran low, the teachers 
association kicked in. Lynn Clapper 
brought in the desks. Other people 
would stop in and ask us if we needed 
printing done, then they'd take it to 
their office and do it," she said.

The biggest difference is the cost of

Ctov, James R, Thompson has 


j completed presentation of his 


first legislative program. It is a 
program with many good points 
and a few weaknesses. 


On t h e whole, however. 


Thompson's proposals — with 
their focus on law enforcement 
and criminal justice — raise the 
question of whether he is taking 
a broad enough approach to 
slate government. 


The proposals include bills to 


toughen the handling of crimi- 


1 nals through mandatory sen- 


tences for some crimes, to ex- 
pand the attorney general's 
pow- 


ers and to broaden political eth- 
tcb laws. He has also joined the 
call for "sunset laws" to slow 
the growth of government bu- 
reaucracy. 


Besides the sunset proposal, 


the only other proposal not re- 


( lated to law enforcement 
was 


the governor's message on ener- 
gy. Here Thompson offered a 
broad outline for conservation 
and supported several pending 
bills. 


It was his reputation as a 


prosecutor that gave Thompson 
the impetus to win the governor- 
ship. His emphasis on criminal 
nistice in this first series of mes- 
s a g P s is 
therefore 
under- 


standable. 
However, 
it does 


raise fears that Thompson-may 


j ignore some of the state's social 


and human needs. 


While Thompson has made 


, specific law enforcement pro- 


posals, he has yet to appoint a 


i director for the Illinois Depart- 


i rnent of Children and Family 


Services. For three months, this 
key human resource agency has 
gone without a permanent head. 


Thompson should take care to 


make sure his early emphasis 
clues not lead to neglect of impor- 
tant areas of state government. 


The specific proposals Thomp- 


son has made deserve careful 
study by the Illinois General As- 
s e m b l y . Specific 
attention 


should be given to several as- 
pects of his proposals: 


• Mandatory sentencing. In 


proposing his "get tough" policy 
for criminals, Thompson has 
clearly touched a deep source of 
public discontent. However, be- 
fore 
any 
such 
proposal 
is 


adopted, legislators should care- 
fully consider the possibility that 
fixed sentences will harm the 
administration of justice by en- 
couraging plea bargaining for 
lesser offenses. The financial 
needs of the state prison system, 
so long neglected, must also be 
given priority if bills that may 
expand the prison population are 
going to be approved. 


• Statewide public defender 


program. This plan is one of the 
most necessary of the package, 
Manv counties have inadequate 
public defender programs. A 
s t a t e coordinated operation 
should improve the quality of le- 
gal representation for the poor 
and thus improve the adminis- 
tration of justice. 


• Broadening 
the criminal 


prosecution powers of the Illi- 
nois Attorney Generil and crea- 
tion of a statewide grand jury. 
This proposal deserves passage. 
Too often, the attorney general 
has been handicapped by the 
lack of zeal exhibited by county 
state's attorneys in sensitive 
cases. The state-wide grand jury 
is a new type of check in the 
justice system to provide wider 
protection for the public from 
crime. 


• Stricter ethics legislation. 


Thompson's proposals plug loop- 
holes in the present law and 
formalize the board of ethics 
created by former Gov. Daniel 
Walker. The proposals are a 
necessary step toward restoring 
public faith in government. 


With these proposals, Thomp- 


son has made it clear that he 
intends to fulfill his campaign 
promises. Now he must act 
lo push his ideas in the legisla- 
ture, which is likely to prove 
balky even to the best ideas of- 
fered by a Republican governor, 


To be successful 
Thompson 


must approach the legislature 
with a spirit ot compromise, as 
well as determination.

Obsessed by education 
A runaway school board 


PINE BLUFF, Ark, - Today I 


would like to discuss a problem in my 
town. It may be a problem in yours, 
too. You see, Pine Bluff seems to be 
in the clutches of a runaway school 
board. 


The hoard is up in arms over condi- 


tions that will be familiar to any ob- 
server of American education; Too 
many 10th Graders reading on a 5th 
Grade level, sometimes a 3rd Grade 
level. Junior high students failing sub- 
jects because they can't read. Over- 
crowded classrooms in the crucial, 
formative years. 


And the members of the school 


board are rebelling. They seem bent 
on having kids read. And not all the 
usual, soothing noises from the school 
district's administrators have been 
able to divert the board members. 


t guess that's what happens when a 


school board won't wholly devote it- 
self to housekeeping chores or athletic 
programs and, thanks to integration, 
no toiled' needs to be obsessed by the 
race issue. What happens is that it 
gets all wrapped up in education. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD showed not 


the slightest interest at its last meet- 
ing when the district superintendent, 
a doctor ot education, solicited its 
opinion on the weighty issue of wheth- 
er school holidays should come tied 
all together for Christmas or be par- 
celed out over the scliool year in long 
weekends. The good doctor went into 
considerable detail about the relative 
virtues of each course, the com- 
parative advantages of Columbus Day 
weekend as opposed to Washington's 
Birthday 
weekend, partial school 


weeks versus full ones and so on, but 
the board just sat there and left such 
administrative matters to the admin- 
istration. They refused to be diverted. 


What ttie board had on its mind was 


reading. One member, a local dentist, 
led off the revolt by submitting a 
whole list of suggestions: Get a full- 
time reading supervisor for the dis- 
trict. Cut out etecth-es for students 
having trouble with the written word

until they master it. And he was par- 
ticularly insistent on holding back 
kids who can't read. "I think it is 
criminal," he said, "to let these chil- 
dren go on 
" He said it would be 


more "humane and merciful" to re- 
tain the student rather than following 
a policy of social promotion that lands 
a kid in the 10th Grade reading on a 
3rd Grade level. 


Another board member, the head of 


the local mental health center, put his 
finger on the essence of the problem 
— which isn't any absence of reading 
programs or paperwork but the quali- 
ty of teaching. Even to mention such 
a possibility used to be a taboo at 
school board meetings. 


BUT GIVE A school enough super- 


teachers with one-on-one concentra- 
tion, perseverance, skill and loving- 
kindness with it all, and they'll find 
the programs themselves, thank you. 
The best program in the world won't 
compensate for a poor teacher, and 
the best teacher will overcome a bad 
program. Happily, this school district 
is blessed with more fine teachers 
than we deserve, considering their 
niggling salary levels, But it also has 
too many poor ones. They've got to 
go. 


The district's deputy superintendent 


assured the board that outside con- 
sultants on reading would be asked to 
study the district next year to recom- 
mend programs for the year after 
that, "We're talking about two years 
from now," a board member ob- 
served, in the tone of someone trying 
to reason with a bureaucratic web. 
Two years in the life of a child Two 
years in which opportunities lost may 
never be made up. 


The superintendent explained that 


the district was making a "consid- 
erable effort to remediate the prob- 
lem," which is the way Doctors of 
Education talk, and produced a white 
paper — actually a yellow book — lo 
show all the man-hours and in-service 
programs and federal grants it has 
taken to maintain reading scores that 
happen to turn out way below the na- 
tional average. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT also of- 


fered the now familiar litany of excus- 
es for poor performance in the 
schools: Too much television at home, 
too high a divorce rate, bed home sit- 
uations. Perhaps if school adminis- 
trators didn't put so much emphasis 
on what sorry human material they 
have to work with these days in their 
talks to school board members, pa- 
trons and teachers — especially to 
teachers — the results in the schools 
might be more positive. 


Another member of the board a pe- 


diatrician active in public health 
work, swept away this cloud of excus- 
es when he spoke of the schools' obli- 
gation to educate children in spite of 
their disadvantages. The district, he 
said, has to serve "our customer." It 
was like a light breaking through. 
Suddenly someone was speaking not 
of the professional's privileges and 
woes — the doctor's problem with 
malpractice suits, or the lawyer's 
claim to his share of them, or a 
union's right to tie up a whole in- 
dustry, or the divine right of teachers 
to job security — but the customer. 
And in this case, the most promising, 
important and vulnerable customer of 
all: The next generation. It is a shift 
of focus long overdue in American 
society. 


Tiie problem I've been writing 


about is the neglect of basic educa- 
tion, and it appears widespread. The 
solution may be to elect a runaway 
school board bent on Duality educa- 
tion. As you can tell, I'm kind of 
proud of ours in Pine Bluff.

D-Wis., the Pentagon will spend more 
than $1.6 million this year to transfer 
servicemen, their families and belong- 
ings from one base to another, 


ON ANY GIVEN day, Aspin esti- 


mates, some 30,000 of- the Army's 
790,000 members are either packing, 
moving or unpacking.

AT PRESENT, Soviet vans are be- 


lieved to have a capacity several tons 
greater than anything available to 
U.S. armed services. 


Offsetting that advantage, however, 


is the fact that American furniture, 
which makes extensive use of plastic 
and foam rubber, tends to be lighter 
than the overstuffed Russian variety. 


Moreover, much modern American 


furniture is modular, which makes it 
readily stackable in moving vans PS 
compared to Russian living room, din- 
ing room and bedroom suites, which 
have a lot oE arms, legs and other 
protrusions, 
, 


THESE FACTORS make fixing'lev- 


els of parity in furniture moving profi- 
ciency extremely complicated. 


What, then, of proposed unilateral 


cutbacks in change-of-station orders? 
Dare the Pentagon lengthen tours of 
duty in hopes the Soviets would do 
likewise? 


The consensus seems to be that in 


the absence of a treaty covering mili- 
tary moving, we must maintain a 
turnover rate second to none.

With the near term opening of the 


new Wheeling Township Community 
Services Center, local residents are 
about to realize the benefits of a ten 
year dream. In the late 1960s, Wheel- 
ing Township formed a mental health 
committee to work with each of the 
local mental health and social ser- 
vices agencies, I served as chairman 
of this body (or six years. Our duties 
included reviewing existing programs, 
exploring what services were needed 
by our township residents in the area 
of mental health, and careful analysis 
of all mental health funding requests. 
In general, the Wheeling Township 
Mental Health Committee is charged 
with the responsibility of making sure 
that Wheeling Township residents re- 
ceive the best possible service at the 
lowest possible cost. 


After several years ot investigation 


and program review, our committee 
came to the conclusion that the needs 
of Wheeling Township residents could 
best be served by bringing together a 
number of the area's mental health 
and family services agencies under 
one roof. This combined and coopera- 
tive plan will result in dollar savings 
for us all through the sharing of 
space, equipment, and personnel. But, 
of even greater importance is the fact 
that our fellow residents that require 
individual or family counseling will 
find professional and immediate assis- 
tance at one location. 


Northwest Mental Health Center, 


Shelter, the Salvation Army, and 
Omni-House will all be housed at the 
new Wheeling Township Community 
Services Center on North Arlington 
Heights Road in Arlington Heights, 
The cost savings of personnel and 
equipment reductions, rent-free space, 
and immediate case referral proce- 
dures should be welcome news to all 
of us as local taxpayers. Also, of spe- 
cial interest is the fact that rnir 
Wheeling Township Community Ser- 
vices Center was constructed with 
federal revenue sharing funds and 
monies received from the sale of the 
old Town Hall building. Not one 
property tax dollar was expended.

Carter gets Wall St. interpreter 


NEW YORK - The credibility gap 


between Washington and Wall Street 
has grown so wide it may be time to 
start referring to it as Credibility 
Gulch. 


Just the other day, Bert Lance — 


who sometimes seems to be the Car- 
ter administration's ambassador to 
the real world — made a point of 
reiterating that his chief would like to 
encourage 
private 
investment 
by 


eliminating the so-called double tax- 
ation dividends. 


It was a pleasant change of tune 


from the prevalent melody that Wash- 
ington, through massive new pro- 
grams for energy and jobs and what- 
ever else might seem to be ailing us, 
is going to be the source of all future 
goodies. But when Wall Street failed 
immediately to stand up, salivate and 
ring the bell happily, there was grum- 
bling in administration ranks that 
there was just no pleasing some folks, 
nohow. 


WELL, PERMIT me to act as inter-

preter between two groups that quite 
obviously are not speaking the same 
language. What the administration is 
trying to tell Wall Street is this: 
"Don't be so scared. We are a good 
deal more moderate than you think 
(or than we sometimes sound). We've 
been willing to thumb our nose at 
George Meany a little, we're not go- 
ing to let this Congress run haywire 
and we believe in Setting business 
make a profit. Give us a chance, 
guys." 


The message Wall Street is trying 


to send back is somewhat more com- 
plex, but the dominant emotion is 
skepticism, not just about the new ad- 
ministration's true intentions, but 
about its capacity to translate those 
intentions into results. 


In this respect, the seemingly paro- 


chial discussion of dividend taxation 
provides a striking illustration. The 
present system is plainly bad: the 
government first taxes 
corporate 


earnings and then taxes the dividends 
paid out of these earnings. 


In addition to providing a strong 


disincentive to equity investment, this 
system makes stocks second-class 
citizens compared to bonds; corpo- 
rations can deduct the interest they 
pay on their bonds, but not the divi- 
dends they pay on their sloclcs. 


THE RESULT, predictably, has 


been an overretiance on bonds, which 
adds to the nation's enormous credit 
burden and to the upward pressure on 
all interest rates.

The other was a Hun- 
garian POW who had led him to the 
crown, buried by Hungarian officers 
fleeing the Soviet Red Army whch 
rolled through their homeland and 
into Austria.

tory to that moment when Pope Syl- 
vester gave a simple gold crown to 
King Stephen in gratitude for Step- 
hen's conversion to Christianity. It be- 
came more elaborate through the cen- 
turies with tiers of gold and jewels 
and enamel portraits of ancient kings. 
Nine pendants, strung on golden 
chains, made a tinkling sound as the 
monarch moved. 


It is topped by a crooked cross —

18th Century king. 


First held in occupied Germany, the 


crown was moved to this country 
where it is kept in total security and 
secrecy, most likely in Ft. Knox, Ky.

Murphy said bluntly in a confidential 
memo in 19*6, "In view of purported 
great political and. religious influence 
and significance of the Crown with 
Hungarian people, physical location in 
the United States may prove advan- 
tageous for future bargaining."

Rhodesian 
leader spurns 
peace attempt 


BAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (UPI) 


— British Foreign Sec. David Owen 
conferred Monday with Rhodesian na- 
tionalist leader Robert Mugabe, who 
said the Rhodesian conflict can be set- 
tled only by a "bitter and bloody" 
war. 


Mugabe sakt the meeting with Owen 


"failed to convince" him Britain was 
capable of .achieving a peaceful settle- 
ment, and declared the stalled Gen- 
eva peace conference a "dead issue." 


Owen met Mugabe shortly after his 


arrival here to line up support for 
American-backed proposals to bring 
majority rule to Rhodesia through 
"the ballot rattier than th« gun." 


Mugabe told reporters the Rhode- 


sian conflict "can be resolved only on 
the battlefield." 


"The struggle might be protracted, 


bitter and bloody but this is the price 
Zimabweans (Rhodeslans) should be 
prepared to pay," he said. "Dr. Owen 
has failed to convince us that Britain 
is in a position to effect the transfer 
of power to the people of Zimbabwe," 


Mugabe's statement was considered 


a setback for Owen's whirlwind trip to 
southern Africa, aimed at reviving 
joint efforts with the United States to 
find a peaceful solution in Rhodesia. 


Sprague urges more probe 
on Kennedy, King killings 


WASHINGTON <UP1) - Richard 


Sprague, former chief counsel of the 
House Assassinations Committee, said 
Monday there are enough unanswered 
questions to warrant a continued in- 
vestigation into the killings of John F. 
Kennedy and Martin Luther King Jr. 


But the job should be taken away 


from Congress, Sprague told his first 
p r e s s conference since resigning 
March 29. "I think the President 
ought to appoint a special prosecutor" 
to carry out the inquiries without the 
burden of public "headline-seeking" 
hearings, Sprague said, 


The new prosecutor, he said, would 


"make an ultimate report to the 
American people." But Sprague said 
he was not interested in taking such a 
job. 


SPBAGUE SAID he did not think 


Congress really wanted a'thorough in- 
vestigation into the Kennedy and King 
slayings and that the committee was 
created last September because of the 
elections and pressure to "play up" 
the congressional Black Caucus. 


Asked what Investigative areas 


should be pursued, Sprague men- 
tioned an alleged coverup of evidence 
by the CIA in the Kennedy case and 
Indications in the King murder that 
James Earl Ray had help. 


"I don't say that the CIA had some- 


thing to do with the assassination," 
Sprague said. But he said a conspira- 


cy could have been involved in the 
way the CIA and FBI hid or disguised 
evidence that would have embar- 
rassed them. 


THE CIA, he said, claimed to have 


recorded telephone conversations Lee 
Harvey Oswald made from the Cuban 
and Soviet embassies in Mexico City a 
few weeks before the Kennedy killing 
at Dallas in 1963. Then, he said, the 
agency said the tapes had been 
erased — before the ajsurination. 


Yet, he said, a nwuwandum writ- 


ten by FBI dlreetot J, Kdgar Hoover 
claimed FBI agents, who knew Os- 
wald's voice, listened to them — after 
the Kennedy assassination — and re- 
ported "the voice was not Oswald's." 


Sprague said when he interviewed 


Ray at his Tennessee prison March 22 
Ray indicated he had help in escaping 
from a Missouri prison before the 
King assassination and help in fleeing 
to Canada and Europe after the mur- 
der. 


Sprague also disclosed it was not 


the committee that insisted crime fig- 
ure Santo Traffkante testify in a pub- 
lic hearing but Trafficante who want- 
ed his "friends" to know he had not 
talked. 


In the public session, Trafficante re- 


fused to answer any questions, plead- 
ing the Fifth Amendment and other 
constitutional rights.

HOW DOBS THE WIREPHOTO 


WORK? 


A number of different transmission 


systems are available today to flash a 
photograph from one part of the world 
to another so that it can appear quickly 
in newspapers. 


Wirephotos use the system of con- 


verting a black and white photograph at 
a transmitting location into a sound 
signal and then sending it on telephone 
lines to receiving units. In the process a 
photograph is wrapped around a cyl- 
inder which is then scanned by a tiny 
pinpoint of a light beam. This is done by 
having the cylinder revolve rapidly 
while the light beam — or electric eyes 
— moves lengthwise on the cylinder a 
few thousandths of an inch at each turn 
of the whirling cylinder. 


The beam of light covers the whole 


area of the cylinder m a spiral path, 
much as the thread winds around a 
screw. 


As the beam of light passes over the 


surface of the photo, the light is reflect- 
ed on a photoelectric cell which con- 
trols the current going out over the 
wires to the receiving end. The re- 
flected light beam grows strong or faint 
according to what it sees on the photo- 
graph. 


As the beam of light hits a negative 


•wrapped around the receiving cylinder, 
it affects the sensitive film, line by line, 
just as it is being sent. When the film is 
developed, dark and light areas and all 
those in between appear, and a copy of 
the original photograph is then In the 
newspaper office miles from where it 
was taken. 


The receipt over vast distances of al- 


ready printed photographs is also being 
handled these days, thus speeding up 
the process of receiving a finished pic- 
ture. The use of a laser beam makes 
this possible. 


Associated Press, United Press Inter- 


national and Western Union all have 
picture transmission systems that use 
photoelectric cells. 


Telefax, one of the wlrephoto systems, 


was used effectively during World War 
II in China where telegraphing was 
slow and difficult because of the lan- 
guage problem. To eliminate the need 


code, a facsimile of the original written 
message in Chinese was sent directly as 
you would send a photograph,

There are 289 species of doves and

Son of Secretariat: born winner? 


The first Illinois-born son of Secretariat.

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Mapam party to support 
Peres for prime minister

Although he was insured for $100,004 


even before he was born, Secretariat's 
first Illinois offspring is being treated 
much *he same as all the other colts 
at Windward Farm on Diamond Lake 
Road in Mundelein. 


The foal, now almost two weeks old, 


has no special security, no isolated 
stable or paddock. 


BUT SINCE THE colt's March 26 


birth there's been "a lot of ex- 
citement" at Windward Farm. Vis- 
itors conie to see the yet unnamed 
foal and the telephone is busy with 
inquiries, 


Although the colt's owner, Charles 


Schmidt Jr. of Barring ton, has yet to 
name the offspring of his mare Merry 
Intent, employes of Windward Farms 
call the colt "Dirty Old Man." 


"We were alt waiting and anxious 


for him to be born," Tim Rcis, an 
employe of the farm's training stable, 
said. "But he really took his time. So 
we nicknamed htm 'Dirty Old Man.' " 


According to the farm's general 


manager, Harold Salzsieder, the colt 
was about 18 days late, being born at 
11:58 p.m. March 26. 


'That's why he was an extremely 


large foal," Sadzsieder said. "He 
weighed about 120 pounds at birth." 


REIS POINTED out other colts, 


born weeks before Secretariat's off- 
spring, are still smaller. 


According to Reis, Merry Intent will 


again be mated with Secretariat 
sometime next year after the new colt 
is weaned from -its mother. Reis said 
training the foal.will begin in about 
two years. 


But is he a sure race winner? 
His famous father, Secretariat, was 


the first Triple Crown winner since 


IMS, earning his title in 1973, He was 
the ninth horse in history to sweep the 
Kentucky-Derby, Freakness and Bel- 
mont Stakes. 


Reis. said Secretariat's sire fee is 


$100,000, the highest of any horse, 


Reis explained that breeding has a 


lot to do with producing a good race 
hose, bu it doesn't automatically as- 
sure that the colt win be a good run- 
ner. 


BUT ACCORDING TO Reis the new 


foal appears to be "intelligent" and 
he said no good race horse is stupid. 


The chestnut colt, with a white dia- 


mond on its forehead, was full of 
energy from its birth, according to 
Eeis. 


Salzsieder said the new colt is 


planned for syndication, but that offi- 
cial details will be released when 
plans are completed. 


According to Salzsieder, Schmidt, 


who has stabled Merry Intent at 
Windward Farm since last October, 
left on vacation soon after the colt's 
long-awaited birth. 


Schmidt could not be reached for 


comment. 


SALZSIEDER SAID THE colt is ex- 


pected to be transferred to Kentucky 


• this weekend along with its mother, 


Merry Intent. 


Salzsieder explained that a program 


was instituted about two years ago to 
encourage horse breeding in Illinois. 


"We get 23 per cent more on purses 


for those foaled in Illinois," Salzsieder 
explained of the program. "The popu- 
lation of horses foaled in Illinois is 
getting greater. About 387 horses from 
different states were imported to Illi- 
nois last year." 


About 20 horses at Windward Farms 


are from out of state. 


TEL AVIV. Israel (UPI) - Defense 


Minister Shimon Peres won his first 
challenge in the race for prime min- 
ister Monday with a vote by the Ma- 
pam party, the ruling Labor party's 
dovish partner, to stay hi the Israeli 
coalition. 


Prime 
Minister 
Yitzhak 
Rabin, 


whose resignation set the stage for 
Peres* nomination, will have to pay a 
$1,600 fine and his wife will face crim- 
inal charges for an illegal bank ac- 
count they held in the United States, 
the Ministry of Finance said Monday. 


The leftist Mapam leadership, de- 


ciding whether to pull out of Labor 
because of opposition to Peres's 
hawkish stance, voted 159 to US to re- 
main in (lie coalition. 


THE SECRET-BALLOT choice in- 


cluded a proposal to re-evaluate Ma- 
pam'3 relationship with Labor in six 
months. But that clearly was a face- 
saving measure, since the vote rever- 
sed Mapam's intention, announced in 
February, to pull out of Labor If 
Peres was chosen as a candidate for 
prime minister. 


Rabin, who defeated Peres for the 


party leadership two months ago, re- 
signed Thursday in the climax of a 
Watergate-style scandal Involving an 
Illegal bank account hi Washington, 
D.C. Legal authorities said Mrs. Ra- 
bin was expected to be charged soon 
in a Tel Aviv district court, 


The minority party called on the 


Labor leadership to promise again 
that it will not build Jewish settle- 
ments in the occupied West Bank of 
Jordan. 


The Mapam members who opposed 


Peres said they would meet Tuesday 
to consider setting up a splinter 
group. 


"If we stay it's the end of Mapam," 


one party source said. "It will be 
immoral to stay In with Peres as 
leader of the party." 


BUT A PERES supporter said un- 


less Mapam remained with Labor the 
opposition Likud bloc, a hawkish 
group opposed to returning occupied 
territory to the Arabs, would capture 
most of the seats in the May IT gener- 
al elections. 


"If we leave the party, what will 


you say to your son IS years from 
now when he asks why fascism took 
over the Jewish state," the pro-Peres 
source said. 


The Labor party has ruled Israel 


since the Jewish state came into 
being in im 


Mapam, whose support Is based in 


t h e collective farms (kibbutzim) 
throughout Israel, disapproves of 
Peres even though he has pledged to 
abide by the Labor party's platform, 
which calls for the surrender of some 
occupied Arab territory in a future 
Middle East peace agreement.

Plenty of chances 
for lead poisoning 


We just learned tliat my husband has lead poisoning. What is the 


prognosis and treatment of this disease? 


At first It was thought to be gout. There was pain in the wrist 


and ankles. Then pain In the shoulder started and the doctor sus- 
pected bnrsitis. Nnxt rheumatoid arthdib was suspected, but 
a blood lest was negative. 


The pain kept getting worse and involving more parts of the 


body, shoulders, wrist, hands, fhigm, elbows, knees and lower 
back. A general feeling of no strength, being tired all the time, 
gray gums accompanied by a weight loss. 


Finally another blood test and urine analysis led to lite present 


diagnosis. 


Perhaps you can nlcrt people that it is very possible for adults 


to get lead poisoning from occupation or whatever. 


Opportunities for lead poisoning are rather widespread in our 


modern society, Most of the news items have emphasized that lead 
poisoning that occurs in children from picking off bits of old lead- 
based paints. 


Lead can be absorbed from fumes in the air, through the skin or 


swallowed, Lead is used commercially in many industries. Mont 
Industries that use lead have a safety routine that helps prevent 
lead poisoning, A heavy emphasis is placed on washing and chang- 
ing clothes after exposure, before eating or before going home, 
Smelting, printing, parts oE the petroleum industry, mining, stor- 
age battery manufacture, ceramic and glass work and plumbing 
are all examples of some of the industries using lead. 


Lead can affect the digestive system causing severe abdominal 


pain from cramps of the digestive system. The pain may resemble 
an acute surgical condition, but the pain is usually not made worse 
by pressing on the abdomen. The pressure may even give some 
relief. 


Anemia may occur. The nervous system may be involved and 


can cause convulsions, paralysis and nerve damage. 


Involvement of the muscles causing the kind of pain your hus- 


band experiences does occur. Ihteference with normal elimi- 
nation of uric acid by the kidneys may cause high uric acid levels 
and a condition we call "saturnine gout" so I am not surprised 
your doctor entertained a diagnosis of gout. 


The gray or bluish line you noted on the gums is from a depos- 


ition of lead sullltfe and we call this a lead line. 


The diagnosis is made by laboratory studies identifying the in- 


creased amounts of lead and lead elimination in the urine. 


Involvement of the brain is an emergency, otherwise the treat- 


ment is gradual and usually highly successful. Your husband 
should recover completely. Removal from exposure to the source 
of lead is important. Medicines «in,be used to help wash out the 
lead from the body. If some muscles are weak, then physical thera- 
py to maintain muscle function and strength helps speed recovery. 


A common source of ingesting lead is from dishes, pottery and 


ceramic utensils that have been lead glazed in preparation.

The frosting on the brownies 
1 freeze has never stuck to anything, Tf you were of a mind to do 
without frosting, I'd suggest sprinkling chopped nuts on the cup- 
cakes before baking. It would be a nice substitute for frosting.

The manufacturers of both the get-coated and acrylic-coated fi-

This roughens the 
surface and the glass fills with dirt and minerals. The recommend- 
ed procedure is any of the good liquid cleaning detergents.

He dared to have a periscope emerge from a wom- 


an's bubble bath-fitted tub. He gave three persons 
dressed up in gorilla suits musical instruments, off- 
the-wall movements, a Latin rhythm and catted 
them the Nairobi Trio. 


HE CREATED A SCORE of unusual characters 


patterned after real people and used them as ve- 
hicles for his outlandish wit and talent. 


Like a made scientist at work, he spent thousands 


of dollars at a time on stunts, props and skits that 
were visible to the viewer only for seconds. 


He was constantly in debt for back income taxes, 


for overruns on expansive television productions and 
for an extravagant and generous lifestyle. 


He spent the money faster than he could make it, 


said his widow Edle Adams, and the price tag on his 
creativity depressed him. 


ALTHOUGH HE SPENT nearly 30 years in the 


business, 
the cigar - chomping, poker • playing 


Hungarian-American didn't even begin proving to 
the world what he could do to provoke laughter. He 
was stopped short at the age of 42, the victim of a 
late-night car crash in January of 1962. 


But, Kovacs had done enough experimenting with 


comedy on ail three major networks to leave an im- 
portant and still entertaining legacy. 


So. Public Broadcasting stations have decided to 


present an anthology entitled "The Best of Ernie 
Kovacs" beginning today at 9:30 p.m. on Channel 11. 
The series of 10 half-hour shows are a collection of 
videotapes and kinescopes of the late comedian's 
work that were repossessed and stored by Ms. 
Adams. 


EACH OF THE PROGRAMS will be preceded wk. 


remarks from actor Jack Lemmon, a personal friend 
and contemporary of Kovacs. The comedian's works 
have been edited and carefully woven together by 
WTTW-Chicogo producer David Erdman. 


It is Ms. Adam's keen foresight and Erdman's 


thoughtful editing hand that makes Kovac's return to 
television a triumph. 


The electronic sight sags, blackouts, silent skits 


and musical visuals from shows like "Take a Good 
Look." "Kovacs on Music" and "SHenls Please" 
have been salvaged. 


"People who worked on his (Kovac's) crew when 


he was doing his shows called me after his death to 
tell me that the networks were erasing the tapes oE 
his shows and reusing them to tape commercials." 
Ms. Adams said, "I took his insurance money and 
bought the tapes. 'They have been sitting in a Los 
Angeles warehouse ever since," 


WHAT INSPIRES A MAN to come up with an in- 


sane form of comedy? With a dependence on music 
as a comic tool, he rhythmically used the smashing 
of food and moving toys to choreograph the "1812 
Overture." 


Vampire westerns, cowboy skits where the hero 


speaks German and shoots himself in the foot, orbit- 
ing monkeys who talk about the United States space 
program, cream pies in the face — they were all 
products of his iany wit.

And those characters: 
• Percy Dovetails, a martini-drinking, cross-eyed 


poet laureate with a lisp who's "fairy" nice, 


• Miklos Motnar, a crazy Hungarian chef who 


delights in removing pimentoes from olives and 
slapping raw chickens on the rear end while guzzling 
wine. 
• Matzoh Heppelwhite, a drunken iterant magi- 


cLan whose stunts don't always work. 


• Wolfgang Von Saucrbraten, a German disc jock- 


ey who digs rhythm *n blues. 


"It seems to me that his ideas for characters 


and skits came straight from the back of his head, I 
always knew he was a bloody genius," Ms, Adams 
said. 


Kovac's home study, where he did much of his 


writing, was like "a return to the womb," she said. 
No one entered while the master was at work. 


"Ha could look at anything and anyone and find 


comedy, something to laugh it. I always thought his 
was a laughing-in-chui-ch kind of humor," she said. 


The leisurely pace of Kovac's television presence 


is perhaps too slow for a fidgety audience today, but 
his work with black and white videotape was revolu- 
tionary. 


Synonymous with the New Jersey-bom comedian 


is a saying that goes "he was 20 years before his 
time." When you watch the series "The Best of Er- 
nie Kovacs" you'll understand why the coml's 
tombstone reads: ''Ernie Kovacs 1919-1962, Nothing 
in Moderation."

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6Alice9 falls short 
of taking viewer 
into Wonderland

The formula seems 
unbeatable. 


Take one well-loved fairy tale and 
turn it into a full-scale ballet just in 
time for Easter vacation. 


Such is the thinking behind Ruth 


Page's new "Alice in Wonderland" 
which opened Saturday for a nine-day 
run at the Arie Crown Theatre. 


The problem is that such an in- 


voluted fairy tale requires choreogra- 
phy at least as imaginative as the sto- 
ry. That is where Chicago's new "Al- 
ice in Wonderland" starts to fall apart 
and it's a long trip down the rabbit 
hole. 


Instead of an evening of enchanted 


dancing, youngsters in the audience 
got a multimedia barrage. The cho- 
reography lacked enough depth to tell 
the ballet's story, so the characters 
filled in the gaping boles with spoken 
dialogue. 


THE LEWIS CARROLL characters 


survived the adaptation with much of 
their charm, but in a very altered 
state. There was a Mad Hatter who 
rides a unicycle and juggles, a fire- 
b r e a t h i n g Jabberwocky, an out- 
rageous caterpillar, wearing Elton 
John style glasses, a White Knight 
who continually is falling off his foam 
rubber horse and an empty-headed 
Queen of Hearts, 


The costumes by Andre Dettau cap- 


tured the zany quality of the L«wis 
Carrol fantasy, and the 22 dancing 
children caught the spirit of the cos- 
tumes. 


There were little foam-shelled oy- 


sters, a tiny topsy Humpty Dumpty 
and vinylized asteroids that moved 
with mechanical arms and legs. 


Page's choreography is well suited 


to a 12-year-old's dancing capabilities, 
and the youngsters trained by Ruth 
Low nearly stole the show. There is 
one wonderful parody of the Nutcra- 
cker's "Waltz of the Flowers" done 
by four little violets. 


MOST OF THE choreography, how- 


ever, is too simplistic for the adult 
dancers from the Chicago Ballet. The 
steps are repetitive and never seem to 
fill the musical space around them, 


Ms. Page relies on ballet cliches 


stringing them together with music 
that is equally trite. 


The combination includes a disco 


version of Beethoven's Fifth, "Pretty 
Baby," "The Grand Canyon Suite," 
"Pop Goes the Weasel" and "The Wil- 
liam Tell Overture." 


The best dancing of the evening 


came in a love duet between the Tiger 
Lily and the Passion Flower, lyrically 
danced by Cynthia Ann Roses and 
Bruce Steivel. It was one of the few 
respites from the softshoe and high 
kick routines that gave the ballet a 
showy dancehall feeling. 


THE BILL FOR the new "Alice" 


came to (250,000 and was covered by 
<fhe Chicago Tribune Cbprities in 
hopes of extending "The Nutcracker" 
tradition to Easter. The major differ- 
ence between the two ballets is quali- 
ty. 


"The Nutcracker" has the music of 


Tchaikovsky, a choreographic tradi- 
tion dating back to Imperial Russia 
and the magic of Christinas to make 
it a surefire winner. "Alice," unfortu- 
nately, nas little more than good in- 
tentions. 


And that is just not enough any- 


more. Chicago and its children de- 
serve better. 


Julia Child turns up heat 
on new specialty kitchen

"We've gone through the French 


and come out the other side," Julia 
Child says. 


When Julia reenters her Public 


Television kitchen later tlu's year, it 
will be as herself rather than The 
French Chef. 


Taping of the initial 13-show series 


of Julia Child's Kitchen is scheduled 
lo begin in mid-December, she said in 
a telephone interview from her home 
in Cambridge, Mass.. 


Airing probably will begin early in 


1978 locally on Boston PBS Station 
WGBH-TV that first put her on the air 
inl9G3. 


A STATION spokesman said no 


grant money has been obtained yet, 
but he expects it will be forthcoming to 
allow offering the programs to other 
PBS affiliates nationwide. 


Julia and company already are 


mapping out the contents. 


Each show is to be an event, like a 


buffet party for 20 or a birthday or an 
anniversary or dinner for two or a 
fancy lunch. 


Julia said her decision to return to 


TV was prompted partly by questions 
front viewers who have attended her 
many in-person cooking demonstra- 
tions throughout the country in the 
five years since the last French Chef 
series was made. 


"Everyone who comes up asks, 


'When are you going to do another 
show?' " 


Her criteria for subjects reflects 


both her own preferences and those of 
fans. 


She will focus on things that are in- 


teresting and beautiful to show, cook- 
ing techniques and recipes that really 
need to be watched to be understood. 


"WE'RE AWARE OF prices. Food 


is getting more and more expensive. 


"We intend to try everything that is 


available in new equipment. We will 
try to use every model (to evaluate 
them). 


"Of course, recipes will also be 


what I like to do," she added. 


"It would be interesting to do things 


of interest to elderly people. We're 
thinking of doing a low-calorie ban- 
quet. But we are not going into any of 
the popular diets," she added emphat- 
ically. Writing cookbooks will take a 
back seat during her return to TV, 
She said. 


"What is marvelous about TV, the 


picture can get within two or three 
inches of what you're doing." 


That, to Julia, is one of the most 


important aspects of learning to cook 
well even things that sound com- 
plicated when you read about them.

Despite * resounding defeat of Sat- 


urday's Elk Grove Township unit 
school district referendum, State 
Schools Supt Joseph Crooin said Mon- 
day he will support creation of two or 
three unit districts out of High School 
Dist. aw. 


He said Northwest suburban school 


officials should hire consultants this 
fall to "map out" the kind of school 
district wganiiatlon needed In the 
next 3 to ID years. Cronin favors wit 


districts — combining elementary and 
high school administrations into a 
single unit — but says residents must 
decide the question. 


"The reorganization must be locally 


initiated," he said. "Around the coun- 
try, the most high quality suburban 
districts are unit districts, but the 
area right around Chicago is an ex- 
ception," Cronin said. 


"SATURDAY'S referendum was a 


very good example of local control," 
he said, "I directed the issue to be 


left up to the wisdom of the local vot- 
ers and it was up to them as to how it 
went" 


Cook County Schools Supt Richard 


MartwJck had recommended to Cro- 
nin that the unit district question not 
be put before the voters because "the 
potential for severe distress for some 
students and citizens is greater than 
the benefit to be derived." 


Cronin acknowledged that some citi- 


zens and school officials here may al- 
ways want to have one big high school

Soviets warned 
to obey U.S. law 
as 2nd ship held 


BOSTON (UPI) - Coast Guard cut- 


ters Monday tied up a Soviet trawler 
in Boston Harbor and shepherded a 
Russian refrigerator ship toward port 
in the first major test of America's 
new 200-mile fishing limit law. The 
State Dept. officially warned the So- 
viet Union against continued fishing 
violations. 


The 279-foot trawler Taras Shev- 


chenico, taken on the high seas late 
Saturday was the first foreign vessel 
seized under the six-week old law de- 
signed to protect and preserve the 
U.S. fishing industry. 


Cutters also escorted the 903-foot re- 


frigerator ship Antanas Snechkus, 
mother ship of the Soviet fishing fleet 
off New England, toward port. 


COAST GUARD officials said SO 


tons of fish in the vessel's holds, sev- 
en times over the limit, had been con- 
fiscated and that possibly the ship it- 
self would be seized on arrival In Bos- 
ton, expected early today. 


In Washington, deputy Sec. of State 


Warren Christopher summoned Vla- 
dlllen Vasev, minister of the Soviet 
embassy, and warned him continued 
fishing violations could worsen rela- 
tions between the two countries. 


A State Dept, statement said Christ- 


opher asked "that extraordinary mea- 
sures be taken by the Soviets to en- 
sure that the violations cease so that 
tMs situation will not contribute to a 
worsening of cur bilateral relations." 


In Boston, U.S. Attorney James Ga- 


briel decided to wait to press charges 
against the Taras Shevcbenko until a 
review of its logs and fish catch was 
finished. He said part of the problem 
was that the vessel's documents were 
written in Russian and interpreters 
would be needed. 


Gabriel also said part of the delay

'Influence in Africa limited? 
Young blasts communism fear 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — UN Am- 


bassador Andrew Young said Monday 
the United States "shouldn't get para- 
noid about communism" in Africa and 
should avoid knee jerk reactions to it. 


Young, talking to reporters at the 


S t a t e Dept 
said, "Americans 


shouldn't be afraid of Communists. 
We shouldn't get paranoid about 
them, not even a few thousand " 


"I think we pandered to a certain 


paranoia," he said, "and it offends 
me, realty." 


Young said despite past concerns 


about Soviet aid to Nigeria, Guinea 
and Ghana, Moscow's influence in Af- 
rica is limited to a few minor coun- 
tries such as Benin. 


"ONE OF THE THINGS that I'm 


concerned about is that we get past 
the Cold War," said Young. "I want 
us to assess the situation and act on 
that and not with some knee jerk re- 
action." 


Young — who has drawn heavy crit- 


icism for some of his statements since 
taking over -the U N post — defended 
his earlier remark that the Cubans 
have a certain "stabilizing influence" 
in Angola, citing the fact that Cubans 
have been guarding Gulf Oil in- 
stallations in that country, 


He said Cuban support for the in- 


cursion into Zaire from Angola is "not 
clear cut." He put the number of Cu- 
bans in Angola at about 11,000 but he 
said some of them are running hospi- 
tals and pumping stations and all of 
them are not fat uniform. 


"WE ARE REACTING to the Cu- 


bans like we reacted to the Chinese 
in Tanzania earlier," said Young. 
"The Chinese built the railroad and 
the last we heard it is just hauling 
goods." 


Young said the United States has 


nothing to fear from the Communists 


in Africa in terms of economic com- 
petition. "As soon as the fighting stops 
and the trading starts, we win. Every 
nation in Africa turns to the West 
when it reaches a certain point in its

Georgia toM why he opposes U S. mil- 
itary assistance programs. "The 
place where we are in most trouble — 
Ethiopia — is where we 'gave most 
military assistance. That's why I 
don't have much trust in military as- 
sistance programs "

the Carter administration. "I'm still 
encouraged by the President and ev- 
erybody in the White House to speak 
out. The State Dept. doesn't dis- 
courage me."

Cronin urges future studies of Dist. 214 unit plans

Despite a resounding defeat of Sat- 


urday's Elk Grove Township unit 
school district referendum, State 
Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin said Mon- 
day he will support creation of two or 
three unit districts out of High School 
Dist. 214.. 


He said Northwest suburban school 


officials should hire consultants this 
fall to "map out" the kind of school 
district organization needed in the 
next 5 to 10 years. Cronin favors unit 


districts — combining elementary and 
high school administrations into a 
single unit —but says residents must 
decide the question. 


'"Hie reorganization must be locally 


initiated,;1 he said. "Around the coun- 
try, the most high quality suburban 
districts are unit districts, but the 
area right around Chicago is an ex- 
ception," Cronin said. 


"SATURDAY'S referendum was a 


very good example of local control," 
he said. "I directed the issue to be 


left up to the wisdom of the local vot- 
ers and it was up to them as to how it 
went," 


Cook bounty Schools Supt, Richard 


Martwick had recommended to Cro- 
nin that the unit district question not 
be put before the voters because "the 
potential for severe distress for some 
students and citizens is greater than 
the benefit to be derived." 


Cronin acknowledged that some citi- 


zens and school officials here may al- 
ways want to have one 
1 big high school 


district and several small elementary 
school districts, but he said more con- 
sideration ought to be given to future 
school reorganisation. 


He recommended a "resting peri- 


od" until the fall and suggested that 
consultants be hired by Northwest 
suburban school officials then lo study 
future needs. 


CRONIN tS sot sure what effect the 


unit district bill now before the Illi- 
nois Senate wilt have on future school 
consolidation proposals in the state. 


the bill would ammend state law and 


allow everyone affected by a proposed 
unit district formation to vote on the 
issue rather than just those who live 
within the boundaries of the proposed 
district. In Saturday's referendum, 
this would have meant that all Dist. 
214 residents could have voted rather 
than just those in Dist, 59.' 


"Some have said it (the bill) would 


mean the end of school consolidation, 
but I don't know what ij'wffl do," Cro- 
nin said. "It might have no impact 
except to allow more people to vote."

Soviets warned 
to obey U«S. law 
as 2nd ship held 


BOSTON (UPI) — Coast Guard cut- 


ters Monday tied up a Soviet trawler 
in Boston Harbor and shepherded a 
Russian refrigerator ship toward port 
In the first major -test of America's 
new 200-mile fishing limit law. The 
State Dept. officially warned the So- 
viet Union against continued fishing 
violations. 


The 275-foot trawler Taras Shev- 


chenko, taken on the high seas late 
Saturday was the first foreign vessel 
seized under the six-week old law de- 
signed to protect and preserve the 
U.S. fishing industry.

mother ship of the Soviet fishing fleet 
off New England, toward port.

Influence in Africa limited? 
Young blasts communism fear 


WASHINGTON (UFI) - U.N. Am- 


bassador Andrew Young said Monday 
the United States "shouldn't get para- 
noid about communism" in Africa and 
should avoid knee jerk reactions to it. 


Voung, talking to reporters at the 


S t a t e D e p t . said, "Americans 
shouldn't be afraid of Communists. 
We shouldn't get paranoid about 
them, not even a few thousand." 


"f think we pandered to a certain 


paranoia," he said, "and it offends 
me, really." 


Young said despite past concerns 


about Soviet aid to Nigeria, Guinea 
and Ghana, Moscow's influence in Af- 
rica is limited to a few minor coun- 
tries such as Benin. 


"ONE OP THE THINGS that I'm 


concerned about is that we get past 
the, Cold War," said Young. "I want 
us to assess the situation and act on 
that and not with some knee jerk re- 
action." 


Young — who has drawn heavy crit- 


icism for some of his statements since 
taking over the U.N. post — defended 
his earlier remark that the Cubans 
have a certain "stabilizing influence" 
in Angola, citing the fact that Cubans 
have been guarding Gulf Oil in- 
stallations in that country. 


He said Cuban support for the in- 


cursion into Zaire from Angola Is "not 
clear cut." He put the number of Cu- 
bans in Angola at about 13,000 but he 
said some of them are running hospi- 
tals and pumping stations and all of 
them are not in uniform. 


"WE ARE REACTING to the Cu- 


bans like we reacted to the Chinese 
in Tanzania earlier," said Young. 
"The Chinese built the railroad and 
the last we heard it is just hauling 
goods." 


Young said the United States has 


nothing to fear from the Communists 


in Africa in terras of economic com- 
petition. "As soon as the fighting stops 
and the trading starts, we win. Every 
nation in Africa turns to the West 
when it reaches a certain point in its 
development." 


The 
former 
congressman 
from 


Georgia told why he opposes U.S. mil- 
itary 
assistance programs. "The 


place where we are in most trouble — 
Ethiopia — is where we gave most 
military assistance. That's why I 
don't have much trust in military as- 
sistance programs." 


YOUNG ALSO TALKED about his 


role as an outspoken "point man" for 
the Carter administration. "I'm still 
encouraged by the President and ev- 
erybody in the White House to speak 
out. The State Dept. doesn't dis- 
courage me." 


Young has specialized in African af- 


fairs, and has toured that continent 
since being appointed.

5 towns mull automatic tornado alert plan 


Five Northwest suburban commu- 


nities are considering a plan to auto- 
matically activate all tornado alert si- 
rens from the Central Dispatch Center 
la Arlington Heights. 


The five towns, Mount Prospect, Ar- 


lington Heights, RoHlng Meadows, Elk 
Grove Village and Buffalo Grove, 
have worked together in the past few 
years to coordinate siren testing and 
warnings. Currently the sirens are 
sounded manually. 


Setting off sirens from the Central 


Dispatch Center would eliminate the 
time lapses between sirens sounding 
in neighboring towns, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Fire Chief John Henrld, spokes- 
man for the group, said. 


THE COST OF the project will de- 


termine if the towns work together to 
coordinate the sirens, be said. 


"We don't have a handle on what 


it's going to cost. Several commu- 
nities don't want to commit them- 
selves until they know," he said. 


Costs will be determined after a 


committee appointed Friday writes an 
operation plan. 


The dispatch center now handles po- 


lice calls for the five towns and soon 
will handle fire calls, eHminating the 
need for dispatch operations in every 
community. 


THE FIVE-TOWN group worked out 


a standard policy in March for sound- 
ing and testing tornado warning si- 
rens. Testing will be done at 10:30 
a.m. Tuesdays. Mount Prospect, Elk 
Grove Village and Arlington Heights 
will test en the first Tuesday of each 
month, while the other two towns will 
test every Tuesday. 


When one community sounds its si- 


ren after a tornado is sighted, the oth- 
er four communities are to follow 
suit. 


Presently, each community must 


set off its own siren, Henrki said. 
Thus the first town sounding the siren 
must inform the other communities, 


creating a time lapse of as much as 
five minutes before all five towns re- 
act, be said. 


"This is very confusing to people," 


be said. "If they are in a fringe area 
of Arlington Heights and Boiling 
Meadows and the siren goes oft in one 
community but not the other, the 
people are not sure what to do." 


DESPITE RECENT publicity about 


the testing and warning procedures, 
Mount Prospect Fire Dept. officials 
said some residents still are confused 
about what sirens mean. 


**veral persons complained they 


could not hear the sirens in their 
homes, David Gob), fire chiefs aide, 
said. Residents inside buildings should 
tune in emergency radio stations dur- 
ing severe weather, he said. 


"Sirens are primarily designed for 


people who are out in the field, in 
their cars or on the sidewalks. It tells 
them to take cover in their homes and 
turn on a radio for weather alert in- 


formation," Gold said. 


When a siren is sounded, residents 


should not call the fire or police de- 
partments, lie said. Emergency fire 
telephone lines were jammed after 
the village sounded its sirens March 
SB, when a tornado was sighted in 
west suburban Lombard. The tie up 
could have hampered calls for emer- 
gency fire or paramedic help, Gold 
said. 


"If someone should see a funnel 


cloud in the village, the fire depart- 
ment or police department should be 
contacted immediately," Gold added. 


WHEN A. TORNADO alert sounds, 


persons in offices and factories should 
go to the basement or an interior hall- 
way on a lower floor, he said. 


Those in houses should go to the 


basement or crawl under a heavy 
piece of furniture in the center of the 
house.

Schools Supt, Joseph Cronin said Mon- 
day he will support creation of two or 
three unit districts-out of High School 
Dist.

H« said Northwest suburban school 


officials should hire consultants this 
fall to "map out" the kind of school 
district trganization needed in the 
next 3 to 10 years. Cronin favors unit 


districts — combining elementary and 
high school administrations into a 
single unit —but says residents must 
decide the question. 


"The reorganization must be locally 


initiated," he said. "Around the coun- 
try, the most high quality suburban 
districts are unit districts, but the 
area right abound Chicago is an ex- 
ception," Cronin said. 


"SATURDAY'S referendum was a 


very good example of local control," 
he said. "I directed the issue to be 


left up to the wisdom of the local vot- 
ers and it was up to them as to how it 
went." 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 


Martwick had recommended to Cro- 
nin that the urit district question not 
be put before the voters because "the 
potential for severe distress for some 
students and citizens is greater than 
the benefit to be derived," 


Cronin acknowledged that some citi- 


zens and school officials here may al- 
ways want to have one big high school 


district and several small elementary 
school districts, but he said more con- 
sideration ought IQ be given to future 
school reorganization.

'Influence in Airica limited? 
Young blasts communism fear 


WASHINGTON (UP'D — U.N. Am- 


bassador Andrew Young said Monday 
the United States "shouldn't get para- 
noid about communism" in Africa'and 
should avoid knee jerk reactions to it. 


Young, talking to reporters at the 


S t a t e D e p t . said, "Americans 
shouldn't be afraid of Communists. 
We shouldn't get paranoid about 
them, not even a few thousand." 


"I think we pandered to a certain 


paranoia," he said, "and it offends 
me, really." 


Young said despite past concerns 


about Soviet aid to Nigeria, Guinea 
and Ghana, Moscow's influence in Af- 
rica is limited to a few minor coun- 
tries such as Benin. 


"ONE OF THE THINGS that I'm 


concerned about is that we get past 
the Cold War," said Young. "I want 
us to assess the situation and act on 
that and not with some knee jerk re- 
action." 


Young — who has drawn heavy crit- 


icism for some of his statements since 
taking over Lhe U.N. post — defended 
his earlier remark that the Cubans 
have a certain "stabilizing influence" 
in Angola, citing the fact that Cubans 
have been guarding Gulf Oil in- 
stallations in that country. 


He said Cuban support for the in- 


cursion into Zaire from Angola is "not 
clear cut." He put the number of Cu- 
bans in Angola at about 13,000 but he 
said some of them are running hospi- 
tals and pumping stations and all of 
them are not in uniform. 


"WE ARE REACTING to the Cu- 


bans like we reacted to the Chinese 
in Tanzania earlier," said Young. 
"The Chinese built the railroad and' 
the last we heard it is just hauling 


Young said the United States has 


nothing to fear from the Communists 


in Africa in terms of economic com- 
petition. "As soon as the fighting stops 
and the trading starts, we win. Every 
nation in Africa turns to the West 
when it reaches a certain point in its 
development." 


The 
former 
congressman 
from 


Georgia told ,why he opposes U.S. mil- 
itary assistance 
programs, 
"The 


place where we are in most trouble — 
Ethiopia — .is where we gave most 
military assistance. That's why I 
don't have much trust in military as- 
sistance programs." 


YOUNG ALSO TALKED about his 


role as an outspoken "point man" for 
the Carter administration. "I'm still 
encouraged by the President and ev- 
erybody in the White House to speak 
out. The State Dept. doesn't dis- 
courage me." 


Young has specialized in African af- 


fairs, and has toured that continent 
since being appointed.

5 towns mull automatic tornado alert plan 


five Northwest suburban commu- 


nities are considering a plan to auto- 
matically ac'lvate all tornado alert si- 
rens from the Central Dispatch Center 
in Arlington Heights. 


The five towns, Mount Prospect, Ar- 


lington Heights, Rolling Meadows, Elk 
Grove Village and Buffalo Grove, 
have worked together in the post few 
years to coordinate siren testing and 
warnings. Currently the sirens are 
bounded manually. 


Setting off sirens from the Central 


Dispatch Center would eliminate the 
time lapses between sirens sounding 
in neighboring towns, Elk Grove Vil- 


lage Fire Chief John Henrici, spokes- 
man for the group, said, 


THE COST OF the project will de- 


termine if the towns work together to 
coordinate the sirens, he said. 


"We don't have a handle on what 


it's going to cost. Several commu- 
nities don't want to commit them- 
selves until they know," he said. 


Costs will be determined after a 


committee appointed Friday writes an 
operation plan. 


The dispatch center now handles po- 


lice calls for the five towns and soon 
will handle fire calls, eliminating the 
need for dispatch operations in every 


community. 


THE FIVE-TOWN group worked out 


a standard policy in March for sound- 
ing and testing tornado wanting si- 
rens. Testing will be done at 10:30 
a.m. Tuesdays, Mount Prospect, Elk 
Grove Village and Arlington Heights 
will test on the first Tuesday of each 
month, while the other two towns will 
test every Tuesday. 


When one community sounds its si- 


ren after a tornado is sighted, the oth- 
er four communities are to follow 
suit. 


Presently, each community must 


set off its own siren, Henrici said. 


Thus the first town sounding the siren 
must inform the other communities, 
creating a time lapse of as much as 
five minutes before all five towns re- 
act, he said. 


"This is very confusing to people," 


he said. "If they are in a fringe area 
of Arlington Heights and Rolling 
Meadows and the siren goes off in one 
community but not the other, the 
people are not sure what to do." 
' DESPITE HECENT publicity about 
the testing and warning procedures, 
Mount Prospect Fire Dept. officials 
said some residents still are confused 
about what sirens mean.

Amusement ruling allows 5 days 


The village's amusement ordinance was amended by the board 


Monday to allow persons to secure amusement permits for five 
days rather than four days as established by ordinance. Action on 
the ordinance was prompted by a request from the Buffalo Grove 
Jaycees last week asking for a five-day permit to hold a carnival 
in May at the Buffalo C-rove Mall, Ar'mgton Heights and Dundee 
roads. The board, after hearing the request, asked the village 
attorney to prepare an amended ordinance.

"We had people calling in for reser- 


vations last week already," Barsella 
said. ''And others have phoned and 
asked what our prices are. But I don't 
tell them. Let them be curious enough 
to come over and find out for them- 
selves," 


THE 1952 PRICES range from $3.75 


for spaghetti or mostaccioli with meat 
sauce to $7.50 for T-Bone steak. The 
current menu ranges from $4.50 for 
spaghetti to «0.85 for T-Bone steak 
and $12.50 for lobster. The prices are 
good for dinner items today through 
Friday this week only. 


Barsclla, a native Italian, opened 


his first, restaurant in Chicago 25 
years afio and moved the operation to 
Arlington Heights in 1964. 


In mo.'t cases prices have almost 


doubled in 25 years, although the cost 
of pasta dishes hasn't increased as 
fast as seafood and steak, 


The biggest difference is the cost of 


a cup of coffee. It was K cents in 1952 
and is SO cents today. 


SOME ITEMS on the original menu 


have been omitted because Barsella 
said he couldn't afford to cut the 


prices. For example, shrimp cocktail 
used to be 75 cents and on the current 
menu is $3.50. Barsella said each of 
the five shrimp now costs him 50 
cents. 


And lolister, which used to be $4.75, 


is on the special menu for $6.75. 
That's still much less than the regular 
price of $12.50. 


While menu prices have risen, Bar- 


sella said his profit has dropped. 


"To make the same profit as we did 


25 years ago, prices would have to be 
three or four times as much as they 
were, but people wouldn't be able to 
afford that. 


"MENU ITEMS used to cost me 25 


per cent what we charged," he said. 
"Now it's about 65 per cent, so my 
percentage of profit has been cut in 
half." 


Barselia said he expects the lower 


prices to attract customers. 


"We usually have 250 or 300 a week, 


counting lunches and dinners," he 
said. "This week I expect to have that 
many every night just for dinner. 
People are really interested to find 
out just how much things have gone 
up." 


Path across Lake-Cook Rd. sought 


Construction of bicycle and pedes- 


trian paths across Lake-Cook Road to 
Chevy Chase Golf Course is being pro- 
posed by Wheeling Park District offi- 
cials. 


David Phillips, park district direc- 


tor, said he is seeking a meeting with 
the Cook County Highway Dept., 
which is extending Lake-Cook Road, 
to discuss the plan. The park district 
wants to provide bicyclists and pedes- 
trians access to the golf course, which 
the district is purchasing. 


'This is the ideal time to follow 


through with this type of request. It's 
better to do it now than wait until all 
the construction is completed," he 
said. 


PHILLIPS SAID he knows of no 


provisions for pedestrians and bicycl- 
ists in the current plans for Lake- 
Cook Road. 


"We've defined three possible op- 


tions for review — an overpass, an 
underpass or traffic signals at a cer- 
tain part ofthe road," he said. 


Phillips said no date has been set 


for a meeting. 


Park officials expect to assume 


ownership of the golf course, 1003 N. 
Milwaukee Ave., Vernon Township, in 
June. Park District voters last month 
approved a $3,7 million bond issue to 
purchase the course. 


The park district plans to maintain 


the golf course for recreational use, 
including golf, a .logging trail, winter 
archery, cross-country skiing, hike 
trails, fishing, horseshoe pits, shuffle 
board court and outdoor basketball 
courts. 


The park district also plans to use 


the 48-year-old Tudor-style clubhouse 
for dancing, exercise classes, yoga, 
theater and arts and crafts. 


Several persons complained they 


could not hear the sirens in their 
homes, David Gold, fire chief's aide, 
said. Residents inside buildings should 
tune in emergency radio stations dur- 
ing severe weather, he said. 


"Sirens are primarily designed for 


people who are out in the field, in 
their cars or on the sidewalks. It tells 
them to take cover in their homes and 
turn on a radio for weather alert in- 
formation," Gold said. 


When a siren is sounded, residents 


should not call the fire or police de- 
partments, lie said. Emergency fire 
telephone lines were jammed after 
the village sounded its sirens March 
23, when a tornado was sighted in 
west suburban Lombard. The tie up 
could have hampered calls for emer- 
gency fire or paramedic help, Gold 
said. 


"If someone should see a funnel 


cloud in the village, the fire depart- 
ment or police department should be 
contacted immediately," Gold added. 


WHEN A TORNADO alert sounds, 


persons in offices and factories should 
|o to the basement or an interior hall- 
way on a lower floor, he said.

Cronin urges future studies of Dist. 214 unit plans

Despite a resounding defeat of Sat- 


urday's Elk Grove Township unit 
school 
district 
referendum, 
State 


Schools Supt Joseph Cronin said Mon- 
day he will support creation of two or 
three unit districts out of High School 
Dist. 214. 


He said Northwest suburban school 


officials should hire consultants this 
fall to "map out" the kind of school 
district organization needed in the 
next 5 to 10 years. Cronin favors unit 


districts — combining elementary and 
high school administrations into a 
single unit — but says residents must 
decide the question, 


"The reorganization must be locally 


initiated," he said. "Around the COUIK 
try, the most high quality suburban 
districts are unit districts, but the 
area right around Chicago is an ex- 
ception," Cronin said. 


"SATURDAY'S referendum was a 


very good example of local control," 
he said. "I directed the issue to be 


left up to the wisdom of the local vot- 
ers and it was up to them as to bow it 
went." 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 


Martwick had recommended to Cro- 
nin that the unit district question not 
be put before the voters because "the 
potential for severe distress for some 
students and citizens Is greater than 
the benefit to be derived." 


Cronin acknowledged that some citi- 


zens and school officials here may al- 
ways want to have one big high school 


district and several small elementary 
school districts, but he said more con- 
sideration ought to be given to future 
school reorganization. 


He recommended a "resting peri- 


od" until the fall and suggested that 
consultants be hired by Northwest 
suburban school officials then to study 
future needs. 


CRONIN IS not sure what effect the 


unit district bill now before the Illi- 
nois Senate will have on future school 
consolidation proposals in the state. 


The bill would ammend state law and 


allow everyone affected by a proposed 
unit district formation to vote on the 
issue rather than just those who live 
within the boundaries of the proposed 
district. In Saturday's referendum, 
this would have meant that all Dist. 
314 residents could have voted rather 
than just those in Dist. 59. 


"Some have said "it (the bill>wouM 


mean the end of school consolidation, 
but I don't know what it will do," Cro- 
nin said. "It might have no impact 
except to allow more people to vote."

Soviets warned 
to obey U.S. law 
as 2nd ship held 


BOSTON (UPI) - Coast Guard cut- 


ters Monday tied up a Soviet trawler 
in Boston Harbor and shepherded a 
Russian refrigerator ship toward port 
in the first major test of America's 
new 200-mile fishing limit law. The 
State Dept, officially warned the So- 
viet Union against continued fashing 
violations. 


The 275-foot trawler Taras Shev- 


chenko, taken on the high seas late 
Saturday was the first foreign vessel 
seized under the six-week old law de- 
signed to protect and preserve the 
U.S. fishing industry. 


Cutters also escorted the 503-foot re- 


frigerator ship Antanas Snechkus, 
mother ship of the Soviet fishing fleet 
off New England, toward port. 


• 
COAST GUARD officials said 50 


tons oE fish in the vessel's holds, sev- 
en times over the limit, had been con- 
fiscated and that possibly the ship it- 
self would be seized on arrival in Bos- 
ton, expected early today. 


In Washington, deputy Sec. of State 


Warren Christopher summoned Vla- 
dillen Vasev, minister of the Soviet 
embassy, and warned him continued 
fishing violations could worsen rela- 
tions between the two countries. 


A State Dept, statement said Christ- 


opher asked "that extraordinary mea- 
sures be taken by the Soviets to en- 
sure that the violations cease so that 
this situation will not contribute to a 
worsening of our bilateral relations." 


In Boston, U.S. Attorney James Ga- 


briel decided to wait to press charges 
against the Taras Shevchenko until a 
review of its togs and fish catch was 
finished. He said part of the problem 
was that the vessel's documents were 
written in Russian and interpreters 
would be needed. 


Gabriel also said part of the delay 


was in "trying to understand the

Tinder dry conditions in area fields and forest preserves this 


spring and human carelessness have resulted in several stubborn 
brush fires that fire officials say often are more dangerous than 
they appear. 


Firefighters from seven suburban departments were called out 


for more than four hours Monday to extinguish a ground fire 
whipped by high winds in the Potawatamie Woods, Wheeling. 


On Sunday, a grassy field south of Nerge and east of Plum 


Grove roads, Schaumburg, was kindled into flames twice. 


Although the field fires themselves usually are small, there is 


always the danger they will spread to neighboring houses, fire 
officials say. 


THE FIRE IN Potawatamie Woods temporarily threatened a 


row of houses along Forest-view Road, 


The fire started near Sanders and Lake-Cook roads, at the eastern 


end of the Potawatamie Woods and burned west against the pre- 
vailing winds, firefighters said. Had the direction been reversed,

'Influence in Africa limited? 
Young blasts communism fear 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.N. Am- 


bassador Andrew Young said- Monday 
the United States "shouldn't get para- 
noid about communism" in Africa and 
should avoid knee jerk reactions to it. 


Young, talking to reporters at the 


S t a t e D e p t , said, "Americans 
shouldn't be afraid of Communists. 
We shouldn't get paranoid about 
them, not even a few thousand." 


"I think we pandered to a certain 


paranoia," he said, "and it offends 
me, really." 


Young said despite past concerns 


about Soviet aid to Nigeria, Guinea 
and Ghana, Moscow's influence in Af- 
rica is limited to a few minor coun- 
tries such as Benin. 


"ONE OF THE THINGS that I'm 


concerned about is that we get past 
the Cold War," said Young. "I want 
us to assess the situation and act on 
that and not with some knee' jerk re- 
action." 


Young — who has drawn heavy crit- 


icism for some of his statements since 
taking over the U.N, post — defended 
his earlier remark that the Cubans 
have a certain "stabilizing influence" 
in Angola, citing the fact that Cubans 
have been guarding Gulf Oil in- 
stallations in that country. 


He said Cuban support for the in- 


cursion into Zaire from Angola is "not 
clear cut." He put the number of Cu- 
bans in Angola at about 13,000 but he 
said some of them are running hospi- 
tals and pumping stations and all of 
them are not in uniform. 


"WE ARE REACTING to the Cu- 


bans like we reacted to the Chinese 
in Tanzania earlier," said Young. 
"The Chinese built the railroad and 
the last we heard it is just hauling 
goods." 


Young said the United States has 


nothing to fear from the Communists 


in Africa in terms of economic com- 
petition. "As soon as the fighting stops 
and the trading starts, we win. Every 
nation in Africa turns to the West 
when it reaches a certain point hi its 
development." 


The 
former 
congressman 
from 


Georgia told why he opposes U.S. mil- 
itary assistance 
programs. "The 


place where we are hi most trouble — 
Ethiopia — is where we gave most 
military assistance. That's why I 
•* 


don't have much trust in military as- 
v 


Distance programs." 


YOUNG ALSO TALKED about his 


role as an outspoken "point man" for 
the Carter administration. "I'm still 
encouraged by the President and ev- 
erybody in the White House to speak 
out. The State DepL doesn't dis- 
courage me," 


Young has specialized in African af- 


fairs, and has toured that continent 
since being appointed.

"There's nothing to oppose now that 


the referendum's been defeated," she 
said, M she thought it would be more 
appropriate »o sny "winner's circle" 
rather than "citizens opposed,'' 


Mrs. Kucharski and a dozen other 


Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59 residents 
who made up the core of the anti-unit 
forces gathered at 783 S, Arlington 
Heights Rd. to cart away the remain- 
Ing pamphlets and cabinets following, 
Saturday's defeat of the unit referen- 
dum. 


DROOPING A BIT from the strain 


of the final week's work and a victory 
part> Saturday night, the workers 
were still hard at it taking type- 
writers out the door and stacking leaf- 
lets. 


"You'd think the election wasn't 


over, the way we're all running 
around here," one worker said. 


It was almost hard to stop. 
Some of them, like Sabra Patterson 


and Elk Grove Village Trustee Ed 
Kenna, had been tmmersd in the unit 
district since a citizens committee 
studied the Idea In 1973 and decided to 
drop It. 


Others, like Nancy Clark and Lynn 


Clapper of Arlington Heights, had 
been involved since a year ago when 


' petitions to form the unit district were 


filed — and It's been a long year. 


"I can't believe it's over," Mrs, 


Clark said. "I feel like I'm reborn. I 
can finally think about something 
else." 


THE CITIZENS heading the Citi- 


zens Opposed didn't even know each 
other a year ago, but the unit district 
cause drew them together. 


Now they are friends, drawn close 


by a cause they had worked for at 
first a few Hours a week and then at 
the end, hours and hours each day. 


They laughed at reports that they 


had won because they were a profes- 
sional organization. 


Mrs. Kucharski described the time 


they stuffed 3,OW envelopes wrong 
and had to tear them open and do 
them over again. Nancy Clark tells 
about getting 2,000 sample ballots and 
then not being able to find them. 


"We beat this thing by a 2-1 vote as 


amateurs," Kenna said. "If we'd been 
professionals we'd have beat it 6-1." 


Still, the work was done well. The 


Citizens Opposed say it's because indi- 
viduals from all aver the district said 
they cared and worked to prove it. 


WHEN THE decision was made to 


hold the referendum, "our phone rang 
off the hook ail week," said Mrs. 
Kucharski, whose husband Paul is a 
Dist. 59 board member who opposed 
the unit district. 


That same wetk an Elk Grove Vil-' 


lage committee of citizens opposed, 
led by village trustee Nanci Van- 
derweel, met with opponents from 
other areas and formed a nonprofit 
corporation to oppose the referendum. 


Describing the 
organization 
as 


"loose," Mrs. Clark said officers were 
appointed because "we needed them 
to put on our stationery, Ed Kenna 
was appointed president because be' 
wasn't there" to say no. 


Then they rented a storefront in 


mid-February with seed money from 
the Dist, 214 teachers union. 


"After that, the money just started 


rolling in," Kenna said. He estimated 
it took them "$10,000 to beat it." 


i 


"We probably could have raised 


more money but we didn't -have time 
to," Mrs. Clark said. "But it came In 
every day." Donations came from 
homeowners associations throughout 
Dist. 214, from church groups, from 
the Dist. 214 custodial workers, from 
the High School Dist. 211 union, from 
individuals. 


"Some* sent $5, some sent $100. 


Whenever we ran low, the teachers 
association kicked in. Lynn Clapper 
brought in tlie desks. Other people 
would stop in and. ask us if we needed 
printing done, then they'd take it to 
their office and do it," she said. 


ON ELECTION day, poll watchers 


were on shifts, there were dozens of 
precinct workers and even more tele- 
phone callers. The hours spent before 
that licking stamps, stuffing enve- 
lopes, writing thank-you notes, and 
canvassing the neighborhoods can't be 
counted. 


Village trustees stuffed envelopes 


alongside high school kids. Paul 
Kucharski scrubbed the floor when 
the office first opened. 


"Kids from everywhere helped," 


Nancy Clark said, "They were out at 7 


a.m. Saturday hanging fliers on 
doorknobs. We even had Rolling 
Meadows High School band kids who 
didn't live In Dist. 99 working for us 
every day." 


Saturday evening six kids came to 


the victory party at the'Elk Grove 
Holiday Inn and hnng a huge, hand- 
painted sign that said "Thanks for 
Keeping Us Together." 


Mrs. Kucharski said high school 


kids she had never seen before drove 
up to her house all day Sunday to say 
thank you. "That made it worth it," 
she said. 


But the best thing is that the unit 


district has drawn together a school 
diistrict that once had a hard time 
finding an identity because it was 
composed 
of 
four villages, 
Des 


Flaines, Elk Grove Village, Mount 
Prospect and Arlington Heights, they 
said. 


"There's a kind of camaraderie be- 


tween these four villages now that 
will continue to exist," Mrs. Clark 
said. 
\ KENNA SAID they had worked not 
only to defeat the unit district but also 
to put four candidates on the board 
who would do a good, responsible job 
for Dist. 5S. 


"The unit district has put us togeth- 


er to make sure they (the board mem- 
bers) do a good job from now on," he 


"We have a really positive attitude 


toward Dist. 59," Mrs. Clark said. 
"We're not going to let apathy make 
our decisions again."

5 towns mull automatic tornado alert plan 


Five Northwest suburban commu- 


nities are considering a plan to auto- 
matically activate all tornado alert si- 
rens from the Central Dispatch Center 
In Arlington Heights, 


The five towns, Mount Prospect, Ar- 


lington Heights, Rolling Meadows, Elk 
Grove Village and Buffalo Grove, 
have worked together in the past few 
years to coordinate siren testing and 
warnings. Currently the sirens are 
sounded manually. 


Setting off sirens trom the Central 


Dispatch Center would eliminate the 
time lapses between sirens sounding 
in neighboring towns, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Fire Chief John Henrici, spokes- 
man for the group, said. 


THE COST OF the project will de- 


termine if the towns work together to 
coordinate the sirens, he said, 


"We don't have a handle on what 


it's going to cost. Several commu- 
nities don't want to commit them- 


selves until they know," he said,

districts — combining elementary and 
high school administrations into a 
single unit — but says residents must 
decide the question. 


"The reorganization must be locally 


initiated," he said. "Around the coun- 
try, the most high quality suburban 
districts are unit districts, but the 
area right around Chicago is an ex- 
ception," Cronin said. 


"SATURDAY'S referendum was a 


very good example of local control," 
he said. "I directed the issue to be 


left up to the wisdom of the local vot- 
ers and it was up to them as to how it 
went." 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 


Martwick had recommended to Cro- 
nin that the unit district question not 
be put before the voters because "the 
potential TBr severe distress for some 
students and citizens is greater than 
the benefit to be derived." 


Cronin acknowledged that some citi- 


zens and school officials here may al- 
ways want to have one big high school 


district and several small elementary 
school districts, but he said more con- 
sideration ought to be given to future 
school reorganization. , 


He recommended a "resting peri- 


od" until the fall and suggested that 
consultants be hired by .Northwest 
suburban school officials then to study 
future needs. 


CRONIN IS not sure what effect the 


unit district bill now before the Illi- 
nois Senate will have on future school 
consolidation proposals in the state. 


The bill would ammend state law and 


allow everyone affected by a proposed 
unit district formation to vote on the 
issue rather than just those who live 
within the boundaries of the proposed 
district. In Saturday's referendum, 
this would have meant that all Dist.

"Some have said it (the bill) would

Soviets warned 
to obey U.S. law 
as 2nd ship held 


BOSTON (UP!) - Coast Guard cut- 


ters Monday tied up a Soviet trawler 
in Boston Harbor and shepherded a 
Russian refrigerator ship toward port 
in the first major test of America's 
new 200-mile fishing limit law. The 
State Dept, officially warned the So- 
viet Union against continued fishing 
violations. 


The 275-foot trawler Taras Shev- 


chenko, taken on the high seas late 
Saturday was the first foreign vessel 
seized under the six-week old law de- 
signed to protect and preserve the 
U.S. fishing industry. 


Cutters also escorted the 503-foot're- 


frigerator ship Antanas Snechkus, 
mother ship of the Soviet fishing fleet 
off New England, toward port. 


COAST GUARD officials said SO 


tons of fish in the vessel's holds, sev- 
en times over the limit, had been con- 
fiscated and that possibly the ship it- 
self would be seized on arrival in Bos- 
ton, expected early today. 


In Washington, deputy Sec. of State

opher asked "that extraordinary mea-

In Boston, U.S. Attorney James Ga- 


briel decided to wait to press charges 
against the Taras Shevchenko until a 
review of its logs and fish catch was 
finished.

'Influence in Africa limited? 
Young blasts communism fear 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - UN. Am- 


bassador Andrew Young said Monday 
the United States "shouldn't get para- 
noid about communism" in Africa and 
should avoid knee jerk reactions to it. 


Young, talking to reporters at the 


S t a t e D e p t . said, "Americans 
shouldn't be afraid of Communists. 
We shouldn't get paranoid about 
them, not even a few thousand," 


"I think we pandered to a certain 


paranoia," he said, "and it offends 
me, really," 


Young said despite past concerns 


about Soviet aid to Nigeria, Guinea 
and Ghana, Moscow's influence in Af- 
rica is limited to a few minor coun- 
tries such as Benin. 


"ONE OF THE THINGS that I'm 


concerned about is that we get past 
the Cold War," said Young. "I want 
us to assess the situation and act on 
that and not with some knee jerk re- 
action." 


Young — who has drawn heavy crit- 


icism for some of his statements since 
taking over the U.N. post — defended 
his earlier remark that the Cubans 
have a certain "stabilizing influence" 
in Angola, citing the fact that Cubans 
have been guarding Gulf Oil in- 
stallations in that country. 


He said Cuban support for the in- 


cursion into Zaire from Angola is "not 
clear cut," He put the number of Cu- 
bans in Angola at about 13,000 but he 
said some of them are running hospi- 
tals and pumping stations and all of 
them are not in uniform. 


"WE ARE REACTING to the Cu- 


bans like we reacted to the Chinese 
in Tanzania earlier," said Young. 
"The Chinese built the railroad and 
the last we heard it is just hauling 
goods." 


Young said the United States has 


nothing to fear from the Communists 


in Africa in terms of economic com- 
petition. "As soon as the fighting stops 
and the trading starts, we win. Every 
nation in Africa turns to the West 
when it reaches a certain point in its 
development," 


The former congressman 
from 


Georgia told why he opposes U.S. mil- 
itary 
assistance 
programs. "The 


place where we are in most trouble — 
Ethiopia — is where we gave most 
military assistance. That's why I 
don't have much trust in military as- 
sistance programs." 


YOUNG ALSO TALKED about his 


role as an outspoken "point man" for 
the Carter administration. "I'm still 
encouraged by the President and ev- 
erybody in the White House to speak 
out. The State Dept. doesn't dis- 
courage me." 


Young has specialized in African af- 


fairs, and has toured that continent 
since being appointed.

Trustees has its first meeting in May. 


The voice of Charles M. Zimmer- 


man, an outspoken and probing voice, 
on the board for four years, will not 
be heard. 


Zimmerman passed up a bid for re- 


election to a second term on the board 
and instead challenged 12-year in- 
cumbent Howard Olsen for the GOP 
nomination for township supervisor. 
He lost that effort by a 4 to 1 margin 
in a meeting of Republican precinct 
captains. 


THE DEFEAT ENDED not only his

Cronin urges future studies of Dist. 214 unit plans

Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin said Mon- 
day be will support creation of two or 
three unit districts out of High School 
Dist. 214. 


He said Northwest suburban school 


• officials should hire consultants this 


fall to "map out" the kind of school 
district organization needed in the 
next 5 to 10 years. Cronin favors unit 


districts — combining elementary and 
high school administrations into a 
single unit —but says residents must 
decide the question. 


"The reorganization must be locally 


initiated," he said. "Around the coun- 
try, the most high quality suburban 
districts are unit districts, but the 
area right around Chicago 'is an ex- 
ception,'' Cronin said. 


"SATURDAY'S referendum was a 


very good example of local control," 
he said.- "I directed the issue to be 


left up to the wisdom of the local vot- 
ers and it was up to them as to how it 
went." 


Cook County Schools Supt, Richard 


Martwick had recommended to Cro- 
nin that the unit district question not 
be put before the voters because "the 
potential for severe distress for some 
students and citizens is greater than 
the benefit to be derived." 


Cronin acknowledged that some citi- 


zens and school officials here may al- 
ways want to have one big high school 


district and several small elementary 
school districts, but he said more con- 
sideration ought to be given to future 
school reorganization. 


He recommended a "resting peri- 


od" until the fall and suggested that 
consultants be hired by Northwest 
suburban school officials then to study 
future needs. 


CRONIN IS not sure what effect the 


unit district bill now before the Illi- 
nois Senate will have on future school 
consolidation proposals in the state. 


The bill would ammend state law and 


allow everyone affected by a proposed 
unit district formation to vote on the 
issue rather than just those who live 
within the boundaries of the proposed 
district. In Saturday's referendum, 
this would have meant that all Dist. 
214 residents could have voted rather 
than just those in Dist. 59. 


"Some have said it (the bill) would 


mean the end of school consolidation, 
but I don't know what it will do," Cro- 
nin said. "It might have no impact 
except to allow more people to vote."

Soviets warned 
to obey U.S. law 
as 2nd ship held 


BOSTON (UPI) - Coast Guard cut- 


ters Monday tied up a Soviet trawler 
in Boston Harbor and shepherded a 
Russian refrigerator ship toward port 
in the first major test of America's 
new 200-mile fishing limit law. The 
State Dept. officially warned the So- 
viet Union against continued fishing 
violations. 


The 275-foot trawler Taras Shev- 


chenko, taken on the high seas late 
Saturday was the first foreign vessel 
seized under the six-week old law de- 
signed to protect and preserve the 
U.S. fishing industry. 


Cutters also escorted the 503-foot re- 


frigerator ship Antanas Snechkus, 
mother ship of the Soviet fishing fleet 
off New England, toward port. ' 


COAST GUARD officials said 50 


tons of fish in the vessel's holds, sev- 
en times over the limit, had been con- 
fiscated and that possibly the ship it- 
self would be seized on arrival In Bos- 
ton, expected early today. 


In Washington, deputy Sec, of State 


Warren Christopher summoned Vla- 
dillen Vasev, minister of the Soviet 
embassy, and warned him continued 
fishing violations could worsen rela- 
tions between the two countries. 


A State Dept. statement said Christ- 


opher asked "that extraordinary mea- 
sures be taken by the Soviets to en- 
sure that the violations cease so that 
this situation will not contribute to a 
worsening of our bilateral relations." 


In Boston, U.S. Attorney James Ga- 


briel decided to wait to press charges 
against the Taras Shevchenko until a 
review of its logs and fish catch was 
finished. He said part of the problem 
was that the vessel's documents were 
written in Russian and interpreters 
would be needed. 


Gabriel also said part of the delay

'Influence in Africa limited? 
Young blasts communism fear 


WASHINGTON (UFI) - U.N. Am- 


bassador Andrew Young said Monday 
the United States "shouldn't get para- 
noid about communism" in Africa and 
should avoid knee jerk reactions to it. 


Young, talking 'to reporters at the 


S t a t e D e p t . said, ' 'Americans 
shouldn't be afraid of Communists. 
We shouldn't get paranoid about 
them, not even a few thousand." 


"I think we pandered to a certain 


paranoia," he said, "and it offends 
me, really." 


Young said despite past concerns 


about Soviet aid to Nigeria, Guinea 
and Ghana, Moscow's influence in Af- 
rica is limited to a few minor coun- 
tries such as Benin, 


"ONE OF THE THINGS that I'm 


concerned about is that we get past 
the Cold War," said Young. "I want 
us to assess the situation and act on 
that and not with some knee jerk re-' 
action." 


Young — who has drawn heavy critr 


icism for some of his statements since 
taking over the U.N. post — defended 
his earlier remark that the Cubans 
have a certain "stabilizing influence" 
in Angola, citing the fact that Cubans 
have been guarding Gulf OU in- 
stallations in that country. 


He said Cuban support for the in- 


cursion into Zaire from Angola is "not 
clear cut." He put the number of Cu- 
bans in Angola at about 13,000 but he 
said some of them are running hospi- 
tals and pummng stations and all of 
them are not tn uniform. 


"WE ABE REACTING to the Cu- 


bans like we reacted to the Chinese 
in Tanzania earlier," said Young, 
"The Chinese built the railroad and 
the last we heard it is just hauling 
goods." 


Young said the United States has 


nothing to fear from the Communists 


in Africa in terms of economic com- 
petition. "As soon as the fighting stops 
and the trading starts, we win. Every 
nation in Africa turns to the West 
when it reaches a certain' point in its 
development." 


The 
former congressman 
from 


Georgia told why he opposes U.S. mil- 
itary assistance programs, 
"The 


place where we are in most trouble — 
Ethiopia — is where we gave most 
military assistance. That's why I 
don't have much trust in military, as- 
sistance programs." 


YOUNG ALSO TALKED about his 


role as an outspoken "point man" for 
the Carter administration. "I'm still 
encouraged by the President and ev- 
erybody in the White House to speak 
out. The State Dept. doesn't dis- 
courage me," 


Young has specialized in African af- 


fairs, and has toured that continent 
since being appointed.

district since a citizens committee 
studied the idea in 1973 and decided to 
drop it. 


Others, like Nancy Clark and Lynn 


Clapper of Arlington Heights, had 
been involved since a year ago when 
petitions to form the unit district were 
filed — and it's been a long year. 


"1 can't believe it's over," Mrs. 


Clark said. "I feel like I'm reborn. I 
can finally think about something 
else." 


THE CITIZENS beading the Citi- 


zens Opposed didn't even know each 
other a year ago, but the unit district 
cause drew them together. 


Now they are friends, drawn close 


by a cause they had worked for at 
first a few hours a week and then at 
the end, hours and hours each day. 


They laughed at reports that they 


had won because they were a profes- 
sional organization. 


Mrs, Kucharski described the time 


they stuffed 
3,000 envelopes wrong 


and had to tear them open and do 
them over again, Nancy Clark tells 
about getting 2,000 sample ballots and 
then not being able to find them. 


"We beat this thing by a 2-1 vote as 


amateurs," Kenna said. "If we'd been 
professionals we'd have beat it 6-1." 


Still, the work was done well. The 


Citizens Opposed say it's because indi- 
viduals from nil over the district said 
they cared and worked to prove it. 


WHEN THE decision was made to 


hold the referendum, "our phone rang 
off the hook all week," said Mrs. 
Kucharski, whose husband Paul is a 
Dist. 59 board member who opposed 
the unit district. 


That same wetk an Elk Grove Vil- 


lage committee of citizens opposed, 
led by village trustee Nanci Van- 
derweel, met with opponents from 
other areas and formed a nonprofit 
corporation to oppose the referendum. 


Describing the 
organization 
as 


"loose," Mrs, Clark said officers were 
appointed because "we needed them 
to put on our stationery. Ed Kenna 
was appointed president because be 
wasn't there" to say no, 


Then they rented a storefront in 


mid-February with seed money from 
the Dist. 214 teachers union. 


"After that, the money just started 


rolling in," Kenna said. He estimated 
it took them "¥10,OW to beat it." 


"We probably could have raised 


more money but we didn't have time 
to," Mrs. Clark said. "But it came in 
every day." Donations came from 
homeowners associations throughout 
Dist. 214, from church groups, from 
the Dist. 214 custodial workers, from 
the High School Dist, 211 union, from 
individuals. ' 


"Some sent f5, some sent $100. 


Whenever we ran low, the teachers 
association kicked in. Lynn Clapper 
brought in the desks. Other people 
would stop in and ask us If we needed 
printing done, then they'd take it to 
their office and do it," she said.' 


ON ELECTION day, poll watchers 


were on shifts, there were dozens of 
precinct workers and even more tele- 
phone callers. The hours spent before 
that licking stamps, stuffing enve- 
lopes, writing thank-you notes, and 
canvassing the neighborhoods can't be 
counted. 


Village trustees stuffed envelopes 


alongside high school kids. Paul 
Kucharski scrubbed the floor when 
the office first opened. 


"Kids from everywhere helped," 


Nancy Clark said. "They were out at 7 


a.m. 
Saturday 
hanging fliers on 


doorknobs. 
We even had Rolling 


Meadows High School band kids who 
didn't live in Dist. 59 working for us 
every day." 


Saturday evening six kids came to 


the victory party at the Elk Grove 
Holiday Inn and hung a huge, hand- 
painted sign that said '"Thanks for 
Keeping Us Together." 


Mrs. Kucharski said high school 


kids she had never seen before drove 
up to her house all day Sunday to say 
thank you. "That made it worth it." 
she said. 


But the best thing is that the unit 


district has drawn together a school 
diistrict that once had a hard time 
finding an identity because it was

villages,

Plaines, Elk Grove Village, Mount 
Prospect and Arlington Heights, they 
said. 


"There's a kind of camaraderie be- 


tween these four villages now that 
will continue to exist," Mrs. Clark 
said. 


KENNA SAID they had worked not

"The unit district has put us togeth- 


er to make sure they (the board mem- 
bers) do a good job from now on," he 
said. 


"We have a really positive attitude

Meadows and the siren goes off in one 
community but not the other, the 
people are not sure what to do." 


DESPITE RECENT publicity about 


the testing and warning procedures, 
Mount Prospect Fire Dept. officials 
said some residents still are confused 
about what sirens mean. 


Several persons complained they 


could not hear the sirens in their 
homes, David Gold, fire chiefs aide, 
said. Residents inside buildings should 
tune in emergency radio stations dur- 


ing severe weather, he said. 


"Sirens are primarily designed for 


people who are out in the field, in 
their cars or on the sidewalks. It tells 
them to take cover in their homes and 
turn on a radio for weather alert in- 
formation," Gold said. 


When a siren is sounded, residents 


should not call the fire or police de- 
partments, he said. Emergency fire 
telephone lines were jammed after 
the village sounded its sirens March 
23, when a tornado was sighted in 
west suburban Lombard. The tie up 


could have hampered calls for emer- 
gency fire or paramedic help, Gold 
said. 


"If someone should see a funnel 


cloud in the village, the fire depart- 
ment or police department should be 
contacted immediately," Gold added. 


WHEN A TORNADO alert sounds, 


persons in offices and factories should 
go So the basement or an interior hall- 
way on a lower floor, he said. 


Those in houses should go to the 


basement or crawl under a heavy 
piece of furniture in the center of th« 
house.

district referendum, State 


Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin said Mon- 
day be will support creation of two or 
three unit districts out of High School 
Dist. 214. 


He said Northwest suburban school 


officials should hire consultants this 
fall to "map out" the kind of school 
district «rganization needed in the 
next 5 to 10 years. Cronin favors unit 


districts — combining elementary and 
high school administrations into a 
single unit — but says residents must 
decide the question. 


"The reorganization must be locally 


initiated," he said. "Around the coun- 
try, the most high quality suburban 
districts are unit districts, but the 
area right around Chicago is an ex- 
ception," Cronin said. 


"SATURDAY'S referendum was a 


very good example of local control," 
he said. "I directed the issue to be 


left up to the wisdom of the local vot- 
ers and it was up to them as to how it 
went." 


Cook County Schools'Supt. Richard 


Martwick had recommended to Cro- 
nin that the unit district question not 
be put before the voters because "the 
potential for severe distress for some 
students and citizens is greater than 
the benefit to be derived." 


Cronin acknowledged that some citi- 


zens and school officials here may al- 
ways want to have one big high school 


district and several small elementary 
school districts, but he said more con- 
sideration ought to be given to future 
school reorganization. 


He recommended a "resting peri- 


od" until the fall and suggested that 
consultants be hired by Northwest 
suburban school officials then to study 
future needs. 


CRONIN IS not sure what effect the 


unit district bill now before the Illi- 
nois Senate will have on future school 
consolidation proposals in the state. 


The bill would amraend state law and 


allow everyone affected by a proposed 
unit district formation to vote on the 
issue rather than just those who live 
within the boundaries of the proposed 
district. In Saturday's referendum, 
this would have meant that all Dist. 
214 residents could have voted rather 
than just those in Dist. 59. 


"Some have said it (the bill} would 


mean the end of school consolidation, 
but I don't know what it will do," Cro- 
nin said. "It might have no impact 
except to allow more people to vote."

Soviets warned 
to obey U.S. law 
as 2nd ship held 


BOSTON (UPD - Coast Guard cut- 


ters Monday tied up a Soviet trawler 
in Boston Harbor and shepherded a 
Russian refrigerator ship toward port 
in the first major test of America's 
new aoo-mile fishing limit law. The 
State Dept. officially warned the So- 
viet Union against continued fishing 
violations. 


The 275-foot trawler Taras Shev- 


chenko, taken on the high seas late 
Saturday was the first foreign vessel 
seized under the six-week old law de- 
signed to protect and preserve the 
U.S. fishing industry. 


Cutters also escorted the 508-foot re- 


frigerator ship Antanas Snechkus, 
mother ship of the Soviet fishing fleet 
off New England, toward port, 


COAST GUARD officials said 50 


tons of fish in the vessel's holds, sev- 
en times over the limit, had been con- 
fiscated and that possibly the ship it- 
self would be seized on arrival in Bos- 
ton, expected early today. 


fn Washington, deputy Sec. of State 


Warren Christopher summoned Vla- 
dillen Vasev, minister of the Soviet 
embassy, and warned him continued 
fishing violations could worsen rela- 
tions between the two countries. 


A State Dept. statement said Christ- 


opher asked "that extraordinary mea- 
sures be taken by the Soviets to en- 
sure that the violations cease so that 
this situation will not contribute to a 
worsening of our bilateral relations." 


In Boston, U.S. Attorney James Ga- 


briel decided to wait to press charges 
against the Taras Shevchenko until a 
review of its logs and fish catch was 
finished.

'Influence in Africa limited9 
Young blasts communism fear 


WASHINGTON <UPI) — U.N. Am- 


bassador Andrew Young said Monday 
the United States "shouldn't get para- 
noid about communism" In Africa and 
should avoid knee jerk reactions to it. 


Young, talking to reporters at the 


S t a t e D e p t . said, "Americans 
shouldn't be afraid of Communists. 
We shouldn't get paranoid about 
them, not even a few thousand." 


"I think we pandered to a certain 


paranoia," he said, "and it offends 
rue, really." 


Young said despite past concerns 


about Soviet Aid to Nigeria, Guinea 
and Ghana, Moscow's influence in Af- 
rica is limited to a few minor coun- 
tries such as Benin. 


"ONE OF THE THINGS that I'm 


concerned about is that we get past 
the Cold War," said Young. "I want 
us to assess the situation and act on 
that and not with some knee Jerk re- 
action." 


Young — who has drawn heavy crit- 


icism for some of his statements since 
taking over the U.N. post — defended 
his earlier remark that the Cubans 
have a certain "stabilizing influence" 
in Angola, citing the fact that Cubans 
have been guarding Gulf Oil in- 
stallations in that country. 


He said Cuban support for the in- 


cursion into Zaire from Angola is "not 
clear cut." He put the number of Cu- 
bans in Angola at about 13,000 but he 
said some of them are running hospi- 
tals and pumping stations and all of 
them are not in uniform. 


"WE ARE REACTING to the Cu- 


bans like we reacted to the Chinese 
in Tanzania earlier," said Young. 
"The Chinese built the railroad and 
the last we beard it is just hauling 
goods." 


Young said the United States has 


nothing to fear from the Communists 


in Africa in terms of economic com- 
petition. "As soon as the fighting stops 
and the trading starts, we win. Every 
nation in Africa turns to the West 
when it reaches a certain point in its 
development." 


The 
former 
congressman 
from 


Georgia told why he opposes U.S. mil- 
itary assistance 
programs. 
"The 


place where we are in most trouble — 
Ethiopia — is where we gave most 
military assistance. 
That's why I 


don't have much trust in military as- 
sistance programs." 


YOUNG ALSO TALKED about his 


role as an outspoken "point man" for 
the Carter administration. "I'm still 
encouraged by the President and ev- 
erybody in the White House to speak 
out. The State Dept. doesn't dis- 
courage me." 


Young has specialized in African af- 


fairs, and has toured that continent 
since being appointed.

Cronin urges future studies of Dist. 214 unit plans

Joseph Cronin said Mon- 
day he will support creation of two or

He said Northwest suburban school 


officials should hire consultants this 
fall to "map out" the kind of school 
district organization needed in the 
next 5 to 10 years. Cronin favors unit 


districts — combining elementary and 
high school administrations into a 
single unit — but says residents must 
decide the question. 


"The reorganization must be-locally 


initiated," he said. "Around the coun- 
try, the most high quality suburban 
districts are unit districts, but the 
area right around Chicago is an ex- 
ception," Cronin said. 


"SATURDAY'S referendum was a 


very good example of local control," 
he said. "I directed the issue to be 


left up to the wisdom of the local vot- 
ers and it was up to them as to how it 
went." 


Cook County Schools Supt, Richard 


Martwick had recommended to Cro- 
nin that the unit district question not 
be put before the voters because "the 
potential for severe distress for some 
students and citizens is greater than 
the benefit to be derived," 


Cronin acknowledged that some citi- 


zens and school officials here may al- 
ways want to have one big high school 


district and several small elementary 
school districts, but he said more con- 
sideration ought to be given to future 
school reorganization. 


He recommended a "resting peri- 


od" until the fall and suggested that 
consultants be hired by Northwest 
suburban school officials then to study 
future needs. 


CRONIN IS not sure what effect the

The bill would ammend state law and

Soviets warned 
to obey U.S. law 
as 2nd ship held 


BOSTON (UPn - Coast Guard cut- 


ters Monday tied up a Soviet trawler 
In Boston Harbor and shepherded a 
Russian refrigerator ship toward port 
in the first major test of America's 
new 200-mile fishing limit taw. The 
State Dept, officially warned the So- 
viet Union against continued fishing 
violations. 


The 275-foot trawler Taras Shev- 


chenko, taken on the high seas late 
Saturday was the first foreign vessel 
seized under the six-week old law de- 
signed to protect and preserve the 
U.S. fishing industry. 


Cutters also escorted the 503-foot re- 


frigerator ship Antanas Snechkus, 
mother ship of the Soviet fishing fleet 
off New England, toward port. 


COAST GUARD officials said 50 


tons oE fish in the vessel's holds, sev- 
en times over the limit, had been con- 
fiscated and that possibly the ship it- 
self would be seized on arrival in Bos- 
ton, expected early today, 


In Washington, deputy See. of State 


Warren Christopher summoned Via- 
dillen Vasev, minister of the Soviet 
embassy, and warned him continued 
fishing violations could worsen rela- 
tions between the two countries. 


A State Dept, statement said Christ- 


opher asked "that extraordinary mea- 
sures be taken by the Soviets to en- 
sure that the violations cease so that 
this situation will not contribute to a 
worsening of our bilateral relations," 


In Boston, U.S. Attorney James Ga- 


briel decided to wait to press charges 
against the Taras Shevchenko until a 
review of its tegs and fish catch was 
finished.

'Influence in Africa limited? 
Young blasts communism fear 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - U.N. Am- 


bassador Andrew Young said Monday 
the United States "shouldn't get para- 
noid about communism" in Africa and 
should avoid ttnee jerk reactions to it. 


Young, talking to reporters at the 


S t a t e D e p t , said, 
"Americans 


shouldn't be afraid of Communists. 
We shouldn't get paranoid about 
them, not even a few thousand," 


"I think wo pandered to a certain 


paranoia," he said, "and it offends 
me, really." 
' 


Young said despite past concerns 


about Soviet aid to Nigeria, Guinea 
and Ghana, Moscow's influence in Af- 
rica is limited to a few minor coun- 
tries such as Benin. 


"ONE OF THE THINGS that I'm 


concerned about is that we get past 
the Cold War," said Young. "I want 
us to assess the situation and act on 
that and not with some knee jerk re- 
action." 


Young — who has drawn heavy crit- 


icism for some of his statements since 
taking over the U.N. post — defended 
his earlier remark that the Cubans 
have a certain "stabilizing influence" 
in Angola, citing the fact that Cubans 
have been guarding Gulf Oil in- 
stallations in that country. 


He said Cuban support for the in- 


cursion into Zaire from Angola is "not 
clear cut." He put the number of Cu- 
bans in Angola at about 13,000 but he 
said some of them are running hospi- 
tals and pumping stations and all of 
them are not in uniform. 


"WE ARE REACTING to the Cu- 


bans like we reacted to the Chinese 
in Tanzania earlier," said Young. 
"The Chinese built the railroad and 
the last ire heard it is just hauling 
goods." 


Young said the United States has 


nothing to fear from the Communists 


in Africa in terms of economic com- 
petition. "As soon as the fighting stops 
and the trading starts, we win. Every 
nation in Africa turns to the West 
when it reaches a certain point in its 
development." 


The 
former 
congressman 
from 


Georgia told why he opposes U.S. mil- 
itary 
assistance 
programs, 
"The 


place where we are in most trouble — 
Ethiopia — is where we gave most 
military assistance. That's why I 
don't have much trust in military as- 
sistance programs." 


YOUNG ALSO TALKED about his 


role as an outspoken "point man" for 
the Carter administration. "I'm still 
encouraged by the President and ev- 
erybody in the White House to speak 
out. The State Dept. doesn't dis-' 
courage me." 


Young has specialized in African af- 


fairs, and has toured that continent 
since being appointed.

"Winder's circle.'* 
That's how Pst Kucharski answered 


the phone Monday as she helped dis- 
mantle the Elk Grove Village head- 
quarters of the Citizens Opposed to 
the Unit District. 


"There's nothing to oppose now that 


the referendum's been defeated," she 
said, so she thought it would be more 
appropriate to say "winner's circle" 
rather than "citizens opposed." 


Mrs. Kucharski and a dozen other 


Eft Grove Township Dist. S9 residents 
who matte up the core of the anti-unit 
forces gathered at 782 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. to cart away the remain- 
ing pamphlets and cabinets following 
Saturday's defeat of the unit referen- 
dum. 


DROOPING A BIT from the strain 


of the final week's work and a victory 
party Saturday night, the workers 
were still hard at it taking type- 
writers out the door and stacking leaf- 
lets. 


"You'd think the election wasn't 


over, the way we're all running 
around here," one worker said. 


It was almost hard to stop. 
Some of them, like Sabra Patterson 


and Elk Grove Village Trustee Ed 
Kenna. had been immersd in the unit 
district since a citizens committee 
studied the idea In 1973 and decided to 
drop it. 


Others, like Nancy Clark and Lynn 


Clapper of Arlington Heights, had 
been involved since a year ago when 
petitions to form the unit district were 
(tied — and it's been a long year. 


"I can't believe it's over," Mrs. 


Clark said. "I feel like I'm reborn. I 
can finally think about something 
else." 


THE CITIZENS heading the Citi- 


zens Opposed didn't even know each 
other a year ago, but the unit district 
cause drew them together. 


Now they are friends, drawn close 


by a cause they had worked for at 
first a few hours a week and then at 
the end, hours and hours each day. 


They laughed at reports that they 


had won because they were a profes- 
sional organization. 


Mrs. Kucharski described the time 


they stuffed 3,000 envelopes wrong 
and had to tear them open and do 
them over again. Nancy Clark tells 
about getting 2,000 sample ballots and 
then not being able to find them. 


"We beat this thing by a 2-1 vote as

"loose," Mrs, Clark said officers were 
appointed because "we needed them 
to put on our stationery. Ed Kenna 
was appointed president because he 
wasn't there" to say no. 


Then they rented a storefront in 


mid-February with seed money from 
the Dist. 214 teachers union. 


"After that, the money just started 


rolling in," Kenna said. He estimated 
it took them "(10,000 to beat it." 


"We probably could have raised 


more money but we didn't have time 
to," Mrs. Clark said. "But it came in 
every day." Donations came from 
homeowners associations throughout 
Dist, 214, from church groups, from 
the Dist. 214 custodial workers, from 
the High School Dist. 211 union, from 
individuals. 


"Some sent $5, some sent 


Whenever we ran low, the teachers 
association kicked in. Lynn Clapper 
brought in the desks. Other people 
would stop in and ask us if we needed 
printing done, then they'd take it to 
their office and do it," she said.

have Introduced the tags, a hospital 
spokesman said. 


THE TAG. which costs $[,30. U 


made of lightweight metal and comes 
on a chain to be worn around the 
neck. 


Each tag will have the child's name 


and telephone number and the name 
and telephone number of Holy Family 
Hospital. Information on the tag di- 
rects the reader to call the hospital 
In ease of emergency. 


A card in the hospital's emergency 


department will have the names of 
the child's parents and doctor, emer- 
gency telephone numbers and a brief 
medical history. 


"Many children do not carry identi- 


fication and if they are injured and 
are brought to the hospital uncon- 
scious, valuable time may be wasted 
determining the child's Identity," said 
Renee Lameka, manager ot Holy 
Family's emergency department and 
coordinator of the program. 


HOSPITALS OFTEN need certain 


medical Information and parental ap- 
proval before tbey can begin treating 
an injured child, she said.

Youth services director 
vows to search for kids

"Kids are looking for excitement. 


They're angry about what's going on 
in their lives- They're trying to be no- 
ticed by the community." 


That's how Joseph A, Heyl de- 


scribes some of the nearly 40,000 
youths living in Elk Grove Township. 
And as new director of youth services 
for the township, be is not going to 
•wait for kids to come to him. He and 
his staff will go out looking for them. 


Traditionally, be said, youth ser- 


vices workers waited for troubled 
.juveniles to visit their offices at 110 E. 
Northwest Hwy., Mount Prospect. 
Heyl, hired in February, said the 
thrust of his campaign to direct youth 
services and counseling programs will 
be to reach out directly to local teen- 
agers — going to where the kids hang 
out to talk about their problems. 


"IN THE SUMMER, we'll be in the 


parks. Then we will try to provide the 
types of activities the kids tell us they 
need," he said. 


Heyl, 38, has dealt with juvenile 


problems for II years, problems in- 
cluding drugs, peer group pressure 
and just plain boredom. 


Local scene 


"They generally say there is noth- 


ing for them to do," Heyl said. And 
that's when trouble begins. If he and 
his staff can do anything about it, 
they'll help provide activities for the 
kids. 


The youth services center, financed 


by Elk Grove and Wheeling Town- 
ships, is staffed by Heyl and four full- 
time workers and five volunteers. 
Hey! said be will ask the township 
board for up to 10 full-time employes. 
He said he needs more volunteers. 


HEYL SAID ONE of the main rea- 


sons teen-agers 11 through 19 often 
cannot cope with life is because of the 
way they are treated by adults. 


"Too many adults are really afraid 


of the adolescent," he said. "They see 
a big gang of kids and they figure 
there's going to be trouble, 


"They don't know how to relate to 


their peer group, to adults or them- 
selves. They tell us 'We exist and if 
you don't let us make a positive im- 
pact, we'll have to make an impact in 
negative ways,' " Heyl said. 


"I really don't know these kids welt 


enough yet," Heyl said. "I'm trying to 
survey the area to find out what prob- 
lems our kids are having."
